WEEVIL CONDITIONS 
TERMED “TERRIBLE” 


Little Cotton Placed on 
the Market Saturday, 
Though Prices Soar to 
Record Heights for Year. 


While the cotton market Saturday 
continued its upward swing of the 
past ten days by advancing 35 points 
in spot quotations here to 14.60 cents 
a pound, J. J. Brown, state commis- 
sioner of agriculture, issued a state- 
ment In which he predicted that the 
Georgia cotton crop this year will 
not exceed 700,000 bales. Mr. Brown 
also belleves the September 1 g0v- 
ernment report will show far less 
than a 7,000D00-bale national crop. 

While predictions have been made 
freely that the state’s crop will be 
not over 1,000,000 bales, Mr. Brown's 

. estimate sets a low record for fore- 
casts. It was issued following re- 
turn of Mr.. Brown from a tour of 
over 50 counties. Georgia’s normal 
eotton crop is near 2,000,000 bales 
anhually. 

Saturday's rise in future contracts 
amounted to About $2 a bale. The 
joea) qiotation is the”™Righest price 
epOoLy ‘heave’ Dbeeh quoted-here since 
Tuesday, January 18, when mid- 
dling was quoted at 15 cents, and 
represents a net gain of 2 1-2 cents 
from last Saturday, and 280 points 
from Wednesday, August 17, when it 
was quoted at 11.80 cents. 

At 14.60 the staple shows a net 
gain’ of more than 4 1-2 cénts a 
pound from the year’s low of ‘10 
cents, March 2, last, equivalent to 
$23 a bale. 

Other Spot Prices. 

Spots at other leading centers re- 
corded big grains, middling at New 
Orleans rising 38 points to 14.88 and 
was 30 points up at New York at 
15.60 cents. At Houston middling 
advanced 20 points to 15 cents, with 
sales only 429 bales. Galveston’s 
market rose to 15 1-4 with sales 
only 107. 

Georgfa will produce less cotton 
this year in comparison to the acre- 
age planted than has even been 
produced in the state, in the opinion 
of Commissioner of Agriculture 
Brown. Mr. Brown added that boll 
weevil damage hag been far greater 
than expected 

“In making this statement I feel 
that every interest in cotton pro- 
ducing states as well as the cotton 
consuming world should know the 
truth, the whole truth, as to the con- 
dition of the cotton crop this year 
ps well as the prospective yield 
for 1921,” Mr. Brown said. 

In describing boll weevil condi- 
tions in south Georgia Mr. Brown 
declared the pest are swarming all 
over the country. He said they fay 
on the clothing of persons driving 
along in the road. He asserted that 
in many instances farmers will not 
get a single bale of cotton off their 
farm although they planted fairly 
large crops. He cited the case of 
one man who said he expected to 
pick, nearly one bale of cotton off 
his ‘entire crop of 400 acres. 

Diversification Question. 

“This man is one of the best men 
tn Georgia and I know he told me 
the truth,” Commissioner Brown de- 
clafed. “He told me that the one 
bale of cotton he will produce will 
cost- him $15,000.” 

In his statement Commissioner 
Brown also discusses recent cards

Barnsley, Eng., August 27.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Great Bri- 
tain cannot countenance the tearing 
up of the United Kingdom, said 
Premier Lioyd George in referring 


to the Irish question In a speech 
here today. It would mean civil 
war in Ireland itself,* he declared. 
He hoped, however. he said, that 
common sense would prevail. 

“IT am proud that Great Britain 
has risen above all prejudices and 
proposed terms such as have never 
been proposed before,” the prime 
minister said. “They are “terms 
which commend themselves not only 
to Great Britain, but to the whole 
civilized world. I trust common 
sense will prevail. 

. “Whatever our views are we can- 
not countenance separation. We 
can no more countenance the tear- 
ing up of the United Kingdom than 
America could countenance the tear- 
ing up of the United States. Sever- 
ance would lead in [Ireland itself 
to civil’ war. 

‘Want To.Be Fair. 

“If southern Ireland is not satis- 
fied with freedom, .then I fear all 
hope of accommodation must. be 
abandoned. 
what ts fair, right and just. If 
Ireland has a right to separation, 
so has Scotland and so has Wales, 
put no Welsh or Scotch patriot would 
ever dream of demanding sevara- 
tion. 

“I believe that when the ‘Irish 
people realize the sense of the free- 
dom which is theirs, that real free- 
dom is offered them, and that all 
they are asked to do is to come into 
the proudest community of nations 
in the world as freemen. I believe 
you will find that that gifted peo- 
ple will realize that their destiny is 
greater—a free people inside a free 
federation of peoples.”

A. O. Blalock Gives Out 
Report Showing Income 
Taxes Paid by People of 
This State. 


Among the 48 states, Georgia 
stood 47th in reference to the per- 
centage of population filing per- 
sonal income tax returys for 1919, 
14th in the average net income 
per return, 43d in per capita in- 
come, and 2ist in the aver- 
age amount of tax per return. Four 
persons in the state had incomes 
from $200,000 to $500,000 and paid 
taxes amounting to $599,771. 

Tabulated statistics, which have 
just been issued by A. O. Bialock, 
collector of internal revenue, show 
that only 3,444 returns were made 
in Georgia during 1916 for a net in- 
come of $32,992,965, the tax amount- 
ing to $378,062, while in 1919, 58,930 
made returns,.the net iticome being 
$219,.471.959, and the tax $9,134,092.

He comes out a long ways ahead / 
in what he gets for his tax money, 
and if he has two or three children 
in school he comes out doubly 
ahead. \ ay 

“Then, if the schools do so much 

for our citizens, why should not the 
citizens see that the schools get 
everything they need. You have the 
chance to hand them an improved 
school charter on August 31, a char- 
ter that will compel the city to. pay 
the schools $550,000 more than now, 
enough to finance them and to 
make them indépendent. 
“Schools affect the prosperity of 
a city more, perhaps, than any other 
: Without good .schools 
property values of a city go down 
and people do not come to it to live, 
Indeed, those residing there go else- 
where where they can have he 
schools. Who would not be willing 
to pay one-fifth more city taxes in 
order to have the schools adequate- 
ly and properly supported? 

“The tax raise to be voted on 
Wednesday is principally a school 
proposition. The additional 25 
cents on the one hundred dolars 
asked for will bring $650,000 more 
money into the city. treasury. The 
schools will get $550,000 more out 
of the city treasury. So the-schools 
will be the chief beneficiary. 

“A vote for the tax amendment 
Wednesday is a vote for a splendid 
school charter instead of the in- 
sufficient school charter we have. 
It is a vote to open the schools in 
September. it is a@ vote for the 
schools.”’

Judge John T. Pendleton, in Ful-

WEEVIL ACTIVITY 


CONTINUES, REPORT 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, August 27.—(Special 


by Constitution Leased Wire.)-—- 
Continued boll weevil activity in 
the cotton crop of many states, to- 
gether with genera) =P conditions 
of the country as a whole dre found 
in reports received by the bureau of 
markets and crop timates, of the 
department of agriculture, issued 
today. 

According to the report, the boll 
weevil continues to damage the 
cotton crop in many states, though 
the high temperatures have had 
a tendéncy to eheck ravages. .Con- 
siderable shedding’ ig reported, and 
in general the crop continues far 
below the average. Picking is re- 
ported in southern Alabama and the 
picking of Pima cotton is in prog- 
gress in Arizona. Some southern 
eountiés of Texas have more than 
one-half of the crop already picked 
and ginned, according to the state- 
ment, which added that early plant- 
ings of cotton are opening in South 
Carolina. 

General condition in other crops 
peugneut the United States fol- 
ows: 


Corn, 

The late corn crop continues to 
improve, due to more favorable 
moisture conditions. The crop is 
approaching maturity in the central 
states, though in some — instances 
growth is retarded by cooler weath- 
er. In New York, the crop is re- 
ported two weeks ahead of normal 
and cutting will begin about the 
last of August. Silo filling has 
begun in Michigan. In North Da- 
kota the crop is in the soft to hard 
dough stage. Some hail damage is 
reported in the east-central portion 
of Iowa and injury from high winds 
in Arkansas and Illinois. The corn 
ear worm threatens to be a factor 
in reducing yields in Illinois. 


heat. 

Threshing of Winter wheat is 
practically completed and plewing 
for fall sowing is in progress. In 
Kansas an unusual amount of fall 
plowing has been done and condi- 
tions for fall sowing are good. Some 
high yields are reported from the 
kanred variety in Colorado and a 
good demand for kanred seed wheat 
in Nebraska. Shipments continue 
in Texas and mills are buying more 
now than earlier in the season. 

Threshing of spring wheat is well 
advanced in the north central states 
with yields reported below expecta- 
tions and quality variable. There 
has been some damage to grain in 
spots in Illinois. Heavy receipts at 
warehouses are reported in Idaho. 

Oats. 

Threshing of oats is nearing com- 
pletion in the central states and is 
in progress in the western and 
north central states. Yi 1d and 
quality vary from poor to fair, and 
in general are below the average. 
Further deterioritation to non-irri- 
gated crops is reported in Idaho,

Chicago, August 27.—A generally 
strong close marked the end of the 
week on the Chicago board of trade 
today. Wheat registered net gain 
of 1% to 2 cents; corn finished %

ranged from unchanged to 25 cents 
higher with the big gains confined 
to lard, ‘ 
Until thirty minutes before the 
close wheat prices averaged lower 
with pressure from cash houses-one 
of the chief factors. But reports 
of a million-and a quarter bushels 
sold for export, coupled with a fall- 
ing off in winter wheat receipts 
and an expert's estimate at 60 
per cent of that grade had left the 
farms, proved too strong a com- 
bination for the bears. 

Toward the close there was sharp 
buying, some'of it against exports 
sales and some credited to cdastern 
interests, 

Shorts were driven to cover and 
it was thought that not all of 
them gained shelter. The recoverv 
in the final half hour amounted fo 
more than two cents, 

One of the export reports of the 
day was sale of a cargo of 225,000 
bushels of Pacific coast wheat to 
Ireland at $1.50 cif. 

Corn and oats were dull on 
change but in fair demand in the 
cash market. Price changes were 
almost negative. In corn commis- 
sion house buying of September 
and selling of ‘December tended to 
widen the discount. 

Steady hogs at the yards, export 
sales of lard and some buying of 
the latter by packers worked an easy 
but moderate advance in provisions. 
Trade in ribs and pork was, how- 
ever, rather light.

Lower Prices Necessary 
For Wage Reductions 


BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, August 27.—One week 
ago today the average price of 25 
representative railway shares was 
holding firm five points above the 
year’s low made at 47.59 on June 21 
and only three points below the 
high for the year made at 56.16 on 
May 10. One day after another last 
week the average price of 25 repre- 
sentative inaystrial shares made a 
new low record for the year the 
closing for the week being more 
than two points below the previous 
low for the year made on June 21 
at 69.12 an@ 23.55 points below the 
high for the year mode on May 6. 
On Monday of this week the indus- 
trials made anofhfter new low for the 
year. But the rails instead of con- 
tinuing firm also sold off sharply. 
On Tuesday and following days the 
rails continued to decline. 

There ig no secret as to why in- 
dustrials shares have been ¢declin- 
ing. Until very recently everybody 
was hoping for a vigorous recovery 
in general trade this autumn. To- 
day one large Wall street banker 
in. discussing the outlook § said: 
“One big-hurdle left to jump is a 
further lowering of the cost of 
wages. Then there is readjustment 
ahead in retail,prices to make fur- 
ther lowering of wages possible. 
And while the wholesale prices of 
many commodities have been read- 
jJusted from a war time to a peace 
time basis, some over-reacjusted, 
there are other lines in which 
prices must come down, before we 
can start out again with a sound 
wholesome foundation under us.” 

Figures Can Be. Found. 

There is no question but that 
figures can be found to back up 
the statement that there must be 
a lowering of retail prices to make 
possible further reductions in wages 
which in the end will lower our 
costs and thus increase domestic 
and foreign demand. There is cur- 
tailed production in this country 
today not because there is no 
urgent need here and abroad for 
‘our foodstuffs and raw and manu- 
factured products, but simply be- 
cause these products are not being 
offered at prices which the would- 
be buyer is able to pay. It is to 
the interest of both the working 
man and the retailer that prices be 
lowered to a point where _ buying 
will be stimulated. With 7.500,000 
people in the United Statesmow out 
of employment wages and retail 
prices are coming down. And the 
same may be said about some 
whole@ale prices which are still too 
high compared with pre-war levels. 
Here, for example, is a table just 
prepared by the Harvard commit- 
tee on economic research giving 
July price indexes of a number of 
commodities. largely agricultura) 
products and raw materials:

To illustrate what 1 mean, let us 
assume that before me is @ bowl of 
water and a dry, clean, healthy hand 
towel. The towel in that condition, 
represents normal business condi- 
tions, when business is on the middle 
X-Y line, as for instance 1911-12. 
Then it was in the state of this 
towel, neither inflated nor deflated, 
but clean an althy, ready for use. 
During 1917-19, however, the towel 
became saturated with water. This 
is just what happened to business. 
The drops of water that fall off the 
towel when lifted out of the water 
may be indicative of the orders for 
goods which fall to us during such 
inflated times. The saturated towel 
represents iness when we were 
at the highest point in January, 1920, 
thoroughly saturated with water. 
Such saturation must be taken out. 
We must always get the towel dry 
again. 

There, however, are two ways of 
getting a towel dry. If I took a 
towel and hung it up to dry—when 
dripping—it woudi take about four 
hours for such a towel to dry. But 
there is another way, which our 
mothers used. Instéad of letting the 
towel take four hours to dry, they 
would put the towel through a 
wringer. Now, after the toavel has 
been put through a wringer, it can 
be hung out in the same sunshine, 
the same air and same température 
and it will dry inyone hour, 

: We're in t Wringer. 

Business was put into the wringer 
in 1920 and 1921. Although you and 
i don’t like to go through a wringer, 
nevertheless it is very much better 
for all if some of us go through the 
wringer once in so often. If we cut 
a dog’s tail off at one clip, the dog 
suffers a lot for a short time, but 
sooon forgets it. If, however, we 
cut off the dog’s tail a quarter inch 
per month for thirty-six months, at 
the end of that time the dog will be 
pretty well discouraged. 

Hills and Valleys. 

It is to be expected that the extent 
and intensity of this present period 
of depression will correspond rather 
closely with the extent and intensity 
of the recent era of prosperity. 
Along the new uneven road of busi- 
ness the hills approximately equal 
the valleys and the valleys approxi- 
mately equal the hills. 

It makes a great deal of differ- 
ence when the highest point of a 
period of prosperity or the lowest 
point of a period of depression is 
reached. Four years of prosperity 
with the peak in the first year is 


‘much less satisfactory to business 


men than four years of eVer-incréas- 
ing busienss with the peak coming 
near the end. 

Conversely two or three years of 
depression seem less serious if the 
worst point comes at the outset and 
conditions become less severe from 
then on. To have a severe time fol- 
lowed by a long period of sinking— 
cutting, the dog’s tail by inches—is 
most discouraging of all. 
Prosperity comes when service re 
places selfishness. The soonér we 
put this principle into actual prac- 
tice in our own lives the quicker 
will we prosper again.

The dentist ahnounced today that 
arrangements are already being 
made for a factory to be built in 
Philadelphia, where the batteries 
will be manufactured. One technical 
trouble remains, accarding .to Dr. 
Schuster, and that it that a contract 
was made with the German govern- 
ment in 1917 for the uee of the 
batteries for a period of seven 
years. Whether the contract, which 
was made under the agréemént of 
heavy royalties to the inventor dur- 
ing the period of the war, will hold 
g00d ‘now that-the war is over, is 
not known.

Schuster says it Will be necessary, 
to postpone the establishment of the 
American. plant until 1924 His 
father is now a to be testing the 
matter in the rman courts.

It is mere folly and the worsr of 
rot-to argue to the farmer that to 
grow diversified products in excess 
of home consumption will save him 
financially, provided he is foreed to 
sell these diversified surplus prod- 
ucts for less ‘than the cost of pro- 
duction or allow them to _rot in the 
fields. 

“It is a very easy matter for some 
city farmer who ‘farms the farmer’ 
to give advice to the farmer and 
take issue with other people who 
have nothing but the best interests 
of the farmer at nNeart. It is a 
known fact that many of these per- 
ishable diversified products do not

Memphis, pitted against the rest of 
the opposition. in the Southern 
league, would have won ten pen- 
nants had that many been hung up 
this season and she would not have 
had to fight:hard to gain them. 

Many of the teams have fallen 
hard. New Orleans was the last to 
throw up the sponge and she did 
that only after a game fight that 
has won many friends for the Cres- 
cent City tossers. Johnny Dobbs 
corralled a great bunch of ball play- 
ers to represent New Orleans and 
it is tough that they were so good 
and yet not quite good enough to 
win the pennant. 

One could search the minor 
leagues to find better talent than 
Abbott has over in Memphis and we 
venture the assertion that’ the 
search would prove fruitless. They 
have had some of the breaks, of 
course, but for that matter, so has 
Chattanooga and all the other teams 
that have attempted to interest tne 
Bluff City pastimers. 

As much as we'd like to offer 
alibis, the pennant is going to Mem- 
phis because Memphis’ team is the 
best in the Southern league—a fair- 
ly good explanation, we believe. 


Pelicans Outfield 


Great Combination. 

Back in the days when the. writ- 
er’s idea of prohibition was the 
nurse holding, back on the milk bot- 
tle, there might have been a greater 
fiéiding combination than the Peli- 
cans’ present gardeners, but we 
doubt it. Certainly it would be 
hard to dig Into the records and 
find three men on the same club that 
were hitting at any harder clip 
than Messrs. Boone, Griffith and Gil- 
bert, the Dobbers’ outfielders, 

. Let’s glance at the hitting rec- 
ords released yesterday and com- 
pare this trio with others in Mr. 
Martin’s circuit. New Orleans has 
been giving the Chicks a little fight 
anyway. Permit us to pull some 
comparisons at this point. 

The Chick qutfield is composed of 
Williams, Camp and Don Brown. 
Brown leads the Memphis garden- 
ers with a stick average of .344; 
Camp is batting .338 and Williams 
is batting .329. .Now, see what the 
figures do for the Pelicans. Ike 
Buone is leading the league with 
378: Griffith.is.third with .347 and 
Larry Gilbert is _bdasting a .325 
average, : ; 

A bit of addition at-this stage 
of the controversy and we discover 
that the Chicks have 1,009 batting 
points to be divided among the three 
gardeners for the grand average, 
while the Pelicans have 1,050 for the 
same purpose. And now the divi- 
sion by three to find the average 
gives the Chicks .336 as compared 
to .350 for the Pelicans—fourteen 
points difference in outfield bat- 
ting. ) 

To show how the hitting of Boone, 
Griffith and Gilbert stands out com- 
pared to Chattanooga, occupants of 
the cellar position, bear with us in 
a little more figuring.

the malady. The writer recalls that 
Claude Jonnard, the Little Rock 
twirler, lost a close affair to John 
Suggs at Ponce de Leon, walking 
ten mén as he did s0, giving up but 
four hits, yet he raised old Harry 
when none of the local reporters 
saw fit to compliment him on his 
performance, 

The truth of the matter is that 
a pitcher that issues ten basés on 
balls deserves no praise—not even 
if he wins his game by'a wide mar- 
gin. If he wins it in spite of such 
generosity, the officials at Monte 
Carlo shovtild permit him play for 
the “house” and never have to let 
a dollar leave the building. He's 
lucky, that’s all. 

Fhe strange part of the thing, too, 
is that the wild, young bucks are 
getting away with victories in large 
numbers. Take Mr. Jonnard,, for 
instance. He has worked in 46 games 
for the Kid, winning 19 of the bat- 
tles and dropping but 16—an aver- 
age that places him well above the 
figures enjoyed by the Little Rock 
club in the standing. He has issued 
.118 free passes in the 291 innings 
he has pitched, or about one every 
two innings, or four to a game. 
You'll agree with us that Mr. Jon- 
nard ig very, very wild... . 

The next most promising young- 
ster in the Southern league is Phil 
Morrison, brother of Pittsbureg’s 
John Dewey. Phil’s record shows 
that he has won 17 games and lost 
8. despite the 101 free passes he 
has sao generously contributed this 
season, Phil has been a consistent 
winner since . early sedson, has 
worlds of stuff and should .make 
g00d in the majors, yet he is hav- 
ing to pitch too hard, all on account 
of his tendency to stick men on 
bases when he should send them 
back to the bench... 

These lads are getting away with 
it in the Southern league but unless 
they develop sorne sense of direction 
and accuracy, their.trip to the big 
leagues is going to prove-a brief 
sojourn. 


Stolen Base Records 


Are Sure to Stick. 

We suppose that ball players are 
just as. fast as they used tu be; and 
we grant that there is as much gray 
matter in the national pastime as 
there ever was and maybe a littie 
bit more—but you'll have to admit 
that base stealings is on such a de- 
cline that if something isn’t done 
to encourage this feature, baseWall 
will see none of it in a‘few years. 

There has: béen nothing sudden 
about the decline. Followers of 
America’s game have noted it for 
two or three years. Batting rec- 
ords of years standing have been 
smashed by Babe Ruth and his like, 
(Hut the base stealing marks of Cobb, 
et al., are destined to go down in 
history as unbeatable... 

Back to the first statement, that 
Players are just as fast as they ever 
were—it is not the lack of speed 
that is holding down the base’ run- 
ners. The explanation is in the fact 
that pernaps the managers are not 
so daring as they, Once were; im- 
provements on the sacrifice hit, the 
desire of batters to help out their 
averages by laying down bunts that 
count nothing against them in,the 
averages—it is possible that these 
things offer the key to the solution. 


Certainly the procedure of a play- 
er first up, that reaches first base 
safely is becoming a: bit stereotyped. 
The next man up bunts and the run- 
ner stops at second. The batter 
makes little effort to beat out his 
bunt, his work in advancing the 
runner being completed. The third 
man is licensed to take his sweet- 
est cut at. the ball, but few runners 
now attempt to steal third when 
there is but one man down. Swip- 
ing home is one of the forgotten 
arts, common to an’ dge’in base- 
ball when a manager’s daring was 
a virtue that endeared him to his 
patrons. fe. 

Carlton Molesworth, Baronial boss, 
is about the only Southern league 
manager possessed of the daring 
of the old school and it is mainly 
this reason that the Barons. are 
heading the list in the. matter of 
stolen bases. Traynor, Stewart and 
Emery, fast men to start with, have 
been taught to take advantage of 
every situation while on the paths 
and to attempt a stolen base at the 
sHghtest provocation. 

Joe Guyon, Atlanta eutfielder, is 
probably faster than any man on the 
Birmingham roster, yet the Indian 
is behind in the base swiping de- 
partment because he isn’t permitted 
to take a chance.

In 
very recent years the collegiate 
game has developed to an extent 
that the Dixie colleges are at last 
receiving national recognition. in 
thé third major sport, boxing, we 
continue to lag behind ana lag piti- 
fully. The best boys of the south 
fall easy prey to the second-raters 
of the east and middle west. 

lt’s not because the southerner is 
lacking in combativeness or physi- 
cal power. The answer is found in 
the fact that unttll after the world 
war boxing as a Sport was practical- 
ly unknown in the south, save in 
New Orleans and it takes genera- 
tions to raise real pugilists us wal] 
as real race horses, real ball players 
and real statesmen, 

In. baseball tfe south got rac- 
tically an even start with the rest of 
the country. . As far back as 1371 we 
find organized teams playing big 
matches in a number of the southern 
cities. There were the R. E. Lees, 
of New Orleans; the Gate City Jun- 
iors, of Atlanta; the Olympians, of 
West Point, Ga.; the Pastimes, of 
Montgomery, Ala., and the Ramblers, 
of Nashville, Tenn. 

Sowed Baseball Seed. 


These ploneer clubs suwed the 
baseball seed that sprouted into the 
crop of Cobbs in later-years. Where 
the south gained its baseball pre- 
eminence was in the fact that we 
enjoy eight months of baseball 
weather to the five months of other 
sections of the country. 

But climatic conditions have little 
effect on a boxer and the south hus 
for years suffered from the fact that 
there are few clubs in the section 
where a respond developed boy could 
gain the experfence that is necessary 
before he can begin campaigning in 
the big’ tent. 

The south has Aroduced but one 
champton, Pete Herman, the world’s 
best bantamweight.

Mr. Lasker announced that with 
the vessels restored to the board 
by court order, they would be oper- 
ated ‘by a special committee until 
the board decided whether to sell 
them or charter them to another 
company. 

He declared the $1,200,000 repre- 
sented advance money: collected. 
from immigrants for passage, hotel 
expenses, railroad fares and immi- 
gration head taxes, and tnat decision 
temporarily to operate the vessels 
as a patriotic service was reached 
because “the government feels that 
it could not permit fraud and hard- 
ships to be worked on thousands of 
immigrants.” Diversion of the 
funds, he asserted, was an “uncon- 
scionable act.” 

The fight for possession of the 
nine vessels has been in progress 
since they were sei¥ed by the board 
last month on the ground of non- 
payment of rental. The company 
temporarily regained possession of 
the ships through injunction pro- 
ceedings, but when the case came up 
today before Federal Judge Manton, 
he ordered receivers for the com- 
pany, appointed after the seizure, te 
return the craft to the board, The | 
receivers requested that the decree 
be issued and informed the court 
that they intended to dispose of the 
company’s assets. for the benefit of. 
creditors. 

The committee which will operate 
the vessels comprises W. Averill! 
Harriman, Kermit Roosevelt and A. 
V. Moore, who will serve without 
compensation. Mr. Laskér, in his 
statement, declared thar the board 
had started its action “to maintain 
the American flag flying on the seas 
and to protect innocent immigrants ’ 
who we discovered were being 
fleeced.” 

“No so-called ‘alien shipping’ in- 
terests will be permitted to drivé 
the American flag from the seas— 
not so long as American citizens 
are willing and able to operate 
American ships for Americans,” Mr. 
Lasker added. 

The nine vessels which Judge 
Manton ordered returned to the gov- 
ernment are former German liners. 

The Agamemnon, Susquehanna, 
President Grant and America now 
are in New York; the George Wash- 
ington and Princess Matoika bound 
for this port; the Mount Vernon in 
Boston;, the Potomac in Bremen; 
and the Pocahontas in Naples. 

Mr. Lasker’s statement said that 
the receivers on examination of the 
affairs of the company found condi- 
tions even worse than had been rep- 
resented by the shipping board. 

“It was impossible for the re- 
ceivers,” the statement said, “to fur- 
ther operate the ships with the com- 
pany’s income already’ diverted 
through prior uses. The govern- 
ment, consistent with its policy to 
do everything possible to keep its 
premier fleet on the seas, consented 
to the return of the ships and agreed |

Here 
the army camped and built Fort 
Early. General Blackshear de- 
scribes the building of this fort by 
his men, in a letter included in this 
article. The road passed out of 
Crisp into Lee county, where Gen- 
era] Blackshear and his men spent 
the night at Chehaw village at the 
lower part of Wilcox, passing di- 
rectly through the entire length of 
Telfair. Dr. B. M. Kennon’s phar- 
macy at McRae is located in the 
middle of this o'd road and it 
asses also through old Jacksonville 
n that county. It crosses little Oc- 
mulgee into Coffee through APpplin 
and here it passes on the Barnar 
path, crossing Hurricane creek into 
Pierce where General Blackshear 
with 5,500 Indian prisoners, to- 
gether with his men, camped, the 
ground later being selected for the 
county site of pierce and is called 
Blackshear. The road after pass- 
ing into Ware county is designated 
in the ordinary’s office as passing 
through lot 213. Gilchrist park. 
This road after leaving Gilchrist 
park, passed down the Old Train 
road that leads -out along the bor- 
der of the Okefinokee swamp; here 
two miles of the military road was 
corduroyed and the logs are serving 
today the same p ose for which 
they were put there over a hun- 


to deter any hostile or marauding 
party of Indians from committing 
acts of violence or making preda- 
tory excurisions on the frontiers of 
,}the state of Georgia most exposed 
to their savage fury, making every 
effort at the same time to arrive at 
the Flint river as speedily as possi- 
ble, giving me the earliest informa- 
tion of that event. 

“Upon General Blackshear’s ar- 
rival at the Flint river, he will pro- 
ceed to select a proper situation as 
a place of deposit for provisions, 
and throw up a small breastwork, 
with pickets around it, and two 
block houses at right angles of the 
same, about sixteen or eighteen feet 
square, which will be sufficient to 
secure the work for the assault on 
every side. A subaltern’s command 
will be sufficient for this station, 
who will remain and occupy it until 
otherwise .ordered or relieved. His 
excellency. the governor, will detach 
two hundred horsemen to join the 
general at this point, as soon as, 
in his opinion, a sufficient time has 
been allowed to this detachment to 
reach Flint river.

BY MRS. J. EE.’ HAYS, 
President Georgia Federation 
Women’s Clubs, 


Tn order to have a complete state 
federation, Georgia must be organ- 
ized thordughly, and for this to be 
the case, there must De an organi- 
gation which will reach every wom- 
an, no matter whether she is in 
an isolated section, or whether she 
is in the center of the city. /The 
organization which can thus reach 
évery woman is the county fed- 
eration. 

The county federation should not 
only. be a combination of the ex- 
isting organizations, but it should 
also extend membership to the in- 
dividual woman. This organization 
of county federations, making a 
club unit in every county, is among 
the big projects of the present ad- 
ministration, and is the especial 
work being fostered and encourag- 
ed by the state first vice president, 
Mrs. A. P;. Brantley, and by the 12 
district vice presidents. 

The purpose of these organiza- 
tions is to form within the state 
federation groups of women who 


of 


will be “county conscious as well 
as city, state and nation conscious.” 

When there are several clubs in 
a county, these clubs should in 
together Into a county federatidn, 
so as to be of greater service to 
the county and also that they may 
have a county club which all the 
county women may join. in coun- 
ties where there are no clubs, there 
should be organized a county club 
or county federation, at the county 
seat. This club could then ‘have 
for a purpose the organization of 
a woman's organization in every 
precinct of the county. 

The whole purpose of this county 
federation is to deal with problems 
which are peculiarly county prob- 
lems, such as county libraries, coun- 
ty nurses, Ellis health law, county 
rural schools, homé demonstration 
agents, etc. It is also to bring’ the

Georgia bas already:a good many 
county federations, which are do- 
ing splendid work and it is with 
interest that we note the other state 
federations are -also . organizing 
county federations.

A county cannot be called alto- 
gether heartless or uninteligent 
which maintains a juvenile court 
and a detention home for youthful 
offenders of justice. . 

But Fulton county’s makeshift is 
s0 much of a travesty on the mod- 
ern ideal of this institution for so- 
cial] welfare that one is obliged to 
question whether Fu:ton’s heart 
and her intelligence are not ex- 
ceedingly spasmodic in their func- 
tioning. 

The Atlanta Woman's club has 
reached the detention home in the 
course of its review of civic better- 
ment plans and its program of child 
welfare. 

Therefore, it is quite likely now 
that something is going: to-~ happen 
in the neighborhood of Trinitv and 
Central avenues. 

Somebody said, when a group of 
club women and a photographer ap- 
vroached the court and detention 
home Wednesday in the midst of 
the downpour which in a few min- 
utes had Atlanta’s streets better 
cleaned than they had been since 
the last heavy rain, that the build- 
ing which houses this institution is 
the oldest in the city. 

It looks it, inside and out, and 
some antiques, it was remarked 
after a closer view, are scarcely 
worth preserving On account of 
their mere antiquity. Certainly the 
detention home has no other rea- 
son for being left above ground. 

It had been suggested that the 
club women come on a rainy day 
when they were ready to study at 
first hand what would be the best 
avenue for their efforts in behalf 
of Atlanta's boys and girls who 
get ‘into the tolls of the law per- 
haps for the first time, and through 
no fault of their own, or. “because 


(they never had a chance.” 
The reason for the choice of a, 


rainy day was apparent at once. 
When the gloomy oid house was en- 
tered while the rain came down in 
sheets, there wag found to be little 
shelter indoors. 

The room where the white boys 
sleep when they must stay over- 
night was having a shower of its 


own that came through a ceiling 
long since denuded of its. plaster 
us a result of previous rains through 
leaks in the roofs. The first room 
to catch the downpour—the room 
above this—is used as a bedroom 
for the little negro girls. 

The judge's office was uninhabit- 
ed the day the picture was made, 
there was enough water on the 
floor from the downpour through 
the ceiling to show a reflection of 
the window and the dim light 
which can come throvwgn it. 

The matron’s room on the back 
porch is so leaky and drafty that 
she has had to desert it and sleep 
in the room with the white girls, 

The Girls’ Bedroom. 
This is so forbidding with the 


mustiness of age and an ingrowing 
dirt that cannot be removed; crack- 
ed and plasterless walls and geil- 
ing, a bed or two with matrresses 
and cover that make one shiver 
with dread merely to look at them, 
and an outlook through the narrow 
windows of a rubbish-heaped yard, 
in gullies; that one takes hope 
when invited to inspect “theY bath- 
room. There is “a” bathroom for 
the entire building. 

One glance at what Was once an 
enameled tub was sufficient. Any 
child would be justified in choosing 
to stay dirty with what he had, 
than to take chances in the par- 
ticular grime of that tub. 

Not that marvels are not done in 
the search for cleanliness. The 
childfen help the matron in her 
efforts. But much of the dirt in 
the detention home is of the _ tin- 
a kind that defies elimina- 
tion. 

And the darkness and dampness 
everywhere would yield to nothing 
short of the razing of the building. 

Half of the dining room was tin- 
der water, and the same condition 
obtained in the kitchen.

As the result of changes in freight 
rates in recent years, Atlanta man- 
ufacturers and those of other south- 
ern cities now oceupy a much more 
favorable position as regards com- 
petition with manufacturers in other 
sections than they have occupied at 
any time in the past, says Vice Pres- 
ident R. B. Pegram, of the Souther™ 
railway system, who contends that 
producers and consumers in the 
south now enjoy a distinct advan 
tage Over those in other parts of the 


country,. 

“This present advantage of the 
south,” says Mr, Pegram, “springs 
from the fact that freight rates out- 
side the south have been advanced 
to a much greater extent than witli 
in the south. When rates in the 
east were advanced 5 per cent in 
1915 and 15 per cent in 1917, ne# 
increases were made in the south: 
On - August 26, 1919, rates in the 
east were increased 40 per cent and 
in the west and southwest 36 per: 
cent; in the south the increase was 
only 25 per cent, while rates betwee. 
the south and other sections were 
advanced only 33 1-3 per cent, 

Given Great Advantage. 

“The result of al} this has been to 
give suuthern manufacturers a greai 
advantage in rates both on raw ma- 
terials and finished products, aii 
advantage which is shared by soutu- 
ern producers. AS an eXample: a 
cotton manufacturer in. Atlanta, 
drawing raw cotton from Hatties 
burg, Miss., and shipping his prod- 
uct, to Chicago, paid in 1914 @ com 
-bined rate of 35 cents per hundred 
ounds, while the manufacturer im 

well, Mass, drawing his. cotton’ 
from attiesburg and shipping to' 
Chicago, paid $1.30, giving the Ait« 
lanta manufacturer a@ rate advaii- 
tage of 35 cents per hundred pounds. 
Under present rates the Lowell man- 
ufacturer pays for this service $2.84 
while his Atlanta competitor pays 
only $1.61, giving him a rate ai- 
vantage of $1.02 per hundred pounds. 

“Examples showing similar re- 
sults can be given for other south- 
ern mill points. A compilation af 
rates on raw cotton from Hatties.~ 
burg and Jackson, Miss.; Fulton,. 
Ala.; Cochran and Tifton, Ga.; Spar- 
tanburg and Orangeburg, 8S. C,, ta 
Augusta and Macon, Ga.; Columbia 
and Greenville, S. C.: Charlotte and 
Gastonia, N. C., together with thé 
rates from -these mill points to Chi. 
cago, shows that the average in- 
crease on the combined inbound and 
outbound hawl has been 69 cents per 
hundred pounds. Taking the sam« 
points of origin, the rates on raw 
cotton. to Lowell and Boston apré 
on finished products from these 
oints to Chicago show an averagé 
nerease of $1.20 1-2.

Mra. Dillard Writes. 


The following excerpt is from a 
letter written by Mrs, Lella A. Dil- 
lard, president of the Georgia W. C. 
T. U. and the head of the Georgia 
delegates to the national convention 
at San Francisco August 18-23. It 
was written on the 15th of August, 
during a stop-over-at beautiful Lake 
Tahoe, California. 

Mrs. Dillard writes: “You will be 
interested in my surroundings as I

White seagulls are stretched along 
in something of a line about 300 feet 
out in the lake. 

Encounters Rainstorm. 


“As you know, we were to spend 
Sunday up here, but while we were 
in the grand canyon of the Arkan- 
sas river a storm—rainstorm—raged 
ahead of us. We had passed through 
the royal gorge, I am glad to say. 
There were landslides ahead of us 
covering the railroad tracks, Four 
trains were stopped in the canyon. 
Our white-ribbon special, with its 
nine sleeping cars, diner, baggage 
and observation cars, had to stop 
where cliffs 5,000 feet towered on 
one side and the Arkansas river 


rushed madly on the other. There 
Was a narrow strip of land on which 
the tracks were laid. It was a dan- 
Zerous situation, but no one was 
‘panicky.’ 

“Dear Mise Gordon (the national 
. Pa ee - president) passed 
through the coaches about 8 o'clock 
at night. While she was in our 
coach we sang ‘Jesus, Lover of My. 
Soul’ and ‘Rock of Ages’ and repeat- 
ed together the ‘Traveler’s Psalm’ 
and claimed its promise, ‘The Lord 
shall preserve thy going out and thy 
coming in.’ Then we all retired and 
most of us slept. 

Before day our train backed to 
Cotopaxi, a picturesque village in 
the Rockies where there was a wide 
valley, many of us eating breakfast 
in a little mountain.lunch room. We 
rambled about, bought and wrote 
post cards, gathered wild flowers, 
then about 10 o’clock had a glorious 
praise service on the platform of 
the station. We moved on at noon. 


Preached on Train. 

The sixteen hours’ delay, and slow 
movement over freshly cleared 
tracks, threw us off schedule; so we 
had to travel on ange FA mye of 
spending that day at ke Tahoe, 
as planned. 

We had services at 10 o’clock 
a.m. in our car, Mrs. Minnie 
Welch, president of the Ténnessee. 
W. C. T. U.; Mrs. Adelaide Goodna, | 
president of the North Carolina W. 
Cc. U., and I leading the prayer 
before the sermon, Miss Roena 
Shoner, of Missouri, a national W. 
Cc, T. U. lecturer, leading the sing- 
ing. Dr. W. R. McCormack, pastor 
of Grace Methodist church, Spring- 
field, Mo., preached a most appro- 
priate sermon. Just before the ser- 
mon, we had a Sunday school, and 
a dear young girl gave her heart 
to her Savior, and said she would 
unite with the church as goon as 
she returned home. 

We stopped several hours at Salt 
Lake City yesterday and all took 
an automobile ride of two hours. 
I. was a little disappointed in the 
Mormon tabernacle and the city, but 
Salt Lake is wonderful!

Second Paris Conference, 


Its Downfall 


Foreseen, Is Term Applied to Proposed 
Meet in Washington.—U. S.-Jap Meet 
Might Bring Results, Says Simonds. 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 
Washington, August 27.—It is plain from the diseussiéns or re- 
cent days that expectations of the result of the forthcoming Wash- 
ington conference are beginning to take the same extravagant dimen- 
sions as these which preceded the Paris conference of evi] memory 


for those whose hopes were highest. 


Already one may read in Wash- 


ington dispetches the suggestion that what was not done at Paris 
can be done in Washington and what was done ill in 1919 may be 


revised in 1921. 


This, after all, is the beginning of the creation of another house 
of cards, bound to tumble as did’ that which was constructed follow- 
Ing the victorious ending of the world war. Once more we are con- 
fronted with difficulties which are insuperable, so far as maximum 
hopes are concerned and what is even worse, the same confusion of 
objectives not alone in the minds of the general public but even in 
the thoughts of certain of the responsible leaders. 

Whatever else one may say of the Paris conference it is clear 
now that it was doomed to failure the very moment it undertook to 


pureue two objectives at the same moment. 


Conceivably it might 


have made a better treaty of peace, if this had been its sole task— 
certainly there are defects in the existing document which were not 
entirely necessary. But when it undertook at one moment to express 
the results of the victory on the stricken field and the aspirations of 
these who dreamed of assuring enduring peace, the result was in- 
evitable, we had neither a satisfactory treaty of peace nor a sem- 


blance of the enduring peace. 
Now nothing more disquieting at 


the present hour than the fact that 


, already advance notices of the latest 

conference indicate not one, not 
even two but three objectives. We 
are to discuss the subject of limi- 
tations of armaments, certainly on 
@ea, perhaps on land. We are to 
consider the bread problems of the 
‘Pacific and finally, the last sug- 
gestion, we are to undertake to re- 
solve the still unsettled questions 
surviving the Paris conference, sur- 
viving the war and still keeping the 
world in an uproar. 


DELUSION 
TO DISMISS. 


But it is quite obvious from what 
is coming from Japan and from Eu- 
rope, that the extension of the agen- 
da of the Washington conference 
beyond linfits of a regulation of 
naval strength has already had 
repercussions of a significant char- 
acter. It is manifest that Japan, 
the Japanese péople even more than 
their rulers are made to discuss the 
question of the restrictiop of na- 
val strength, which, in practiea 
terms means the reduction of naval 
expenditure. The world isn’t’ any 
better than it was in 1914. This is 
& delusion to dismiss, a delusion 
which played the deuce with the 
Paris proceedings, but it is a great 
deal poorer. The desire for the 
great navy and the’great army as 
the expressions of national gran- 
deur still survives. But the balanc- 
ing fact is that most people in all 
hations Knew that they can’t afford 
the grandeur. 

These elements, which liberal 
journals are prone to describe and 
denounce as imperialistic and chau- 
vinistic, while little disturbed by 
the alleged elevation of public mor- 
als internationally applied since the 
war, are, at the moment, helpless 
in the presence of the pinch of pov- 
erty in all nations big and little. 
The tax collector’s bill is mightier 
than the olive branch of the dove 
of peace. The world, Japanese, 
American, European, is in the mood 
to get down to the discussion and 
the actuality of reduced milifary ex- 
penses, provided some rational basis 
can be found. 

But it is exactly at this point that 
the prospects for results in the 
Washington conference are being 
complicated by political issues. Ja- 
pan is willing to’reduce her arma- 
ment, but Japan is not willing to 
resign that position of advantage 
which she has acquired and occu- 
pies in the Far East. 
tion be challenged, then even the 
burdens of excessive armament will 
be borne right up to the point of 
national bankruptcy, for the simple 
reason that the whole nation be- 
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lieves that the maintenance of the 
position now occupied is essential— 
not merely to the prosperity, but to 
the life of Japan. 


OFFENSIVE TO 
LIFT POWER. 


Limitation of naval armament, 
restriction of naval expenses would 
mean for Japan, provided it were 
a limitation shared by all sea pow- 
ers and in practice by the United 
States and Britain, would in reality 
mean a guarantee of Japanese se- 
curity in the situation which ex- 
ists, because it would mean an 
obvious lessening of the offensive 
power of the nati@ns which might 
Conceivably challenge her acquired 
advantage in the Far East. But if 
it is proposed first to reduce these 
advantages, to circumscribe that fu- 
ture which present conditions in- 
Sure, then the whole . picture 
changes. 

The trouble with the genera) 
American view of the situation in 
the Far East grows out of the be- 
lief, 80 general in the Parig time, 
that by some method other than war 
a nation can be compelled to forego 
advantages actually acquired or 
within its grasp. There ie a vague 
recognition in this country that a 
clash between Japan and t United 
States over Pacific questiofs is pos- 
sible. And there is epnecunsalle a 


clear conviction that this possibility 
must he eliminated. 


So far eo good, but how can a 
conference eliminate? We have been 
in the past committed to a Far 
Kastein policy the logical applica- 


demand equal] opportunity in the 
Far East for all nations and we 
deny the Japanese right to domi- 
nate China and control Siberia. We 
even raise the question of Yap, 
which Japan acquired pursuant to 
a bargain she ‘made with the Eu- 
ropean cpponents of Germany and 
we firmly resist Japanese profits 
in Shantung. 

All of this !@ easily comprehen- 
sible, but we are face to face with 
& square issue. The United States 
and Japan might, the thing is en- 
tirely conceivable, meet in confer- 
ence as France ‘and Britain™met in 
1904. Then the clash between 
French and British colonial aspira- 
tions and claims was the gravest 
peril to world peace existing. French 
and British soldiers and explorers 
were in collision on the lower Niger, 
the* upper Mekong and the White 
Nile. French aspirations in Mo- 
rocco were vetoed by the British 
concern for Gibraltar and British 
administration.in Egypt was handi 
capped bv French . interferences. 
Fashoda had brought the two coun- 
tries nearer to war than they had 
been since Waterloo. 


ADJUSTED

It is, then, equally possible for 
the United States and Japan to sit 
down at a table and reach an agree- 
ment as to the Far East. A point 
‘of departure must be fixed, a date 
selected, behind whick no question 
will be asked. Obyiously this date 
is important, for Japan has steadily 
through the years been building up 
her position. Shall we agree to 
recognize Japanese possession of 
Formosa, taken from China, a quar- 
ter of a century ago as undebatable, 
like our acquisition of the Philip- 
pines—taken from Spain in 1898. Or 
shall we come down closer to the 
present moment and concede Jap- 
anese domination in Korea and pots- 
session at Port Arthur, the fruit of 
the Russo-Japanese war? 

Japan asks much more. She asks 
that we recognize as outside of all 
discussion what has happened up 
to the end of the world war and the 
proclamation of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. And unless all signs fail 


Japan will stand or fali upwn this 
contention. But this not only gives 
Japan Shantung, with the Kiau 
Chau concession balancing the Port 
Arthur, but in reality it confirms 
her supremacy in Manchuria. In 
Mongolia it recognizes her course. in 
interfering within China, in pro- 
moting revolution and in eubsidiz- 
ing factions. In truth it demands 
in terms the recognition 
what must be viewed as a super- 
Monroe doctrine, asserted by Japan 
with respect of all of the Pacific 
coast from Siberia to Indo-China. 


MUST MODIFY 
POSITIONS. 


Suppose we on our side interpose 
with a proposition to accept the sit- 
uation which existed up to the mo- 
ment of ‘the world war. We can 
hardly do less but undertake to pro-| 
cure’~a reopening of the questions 
raised by the settlement of Ver- 
sailles. Suppose, in addition, we in- 
sist that for the future the-integrity 
of China must be assured, the inde- 
pendencé of Siberia recognized. Sup- 
pose we insist that the open door 
must henceforth be the established 
policy in the Far East. This is 
in reality what we are maintaining 
in principle now. That Japan and 
the United States sitting together 
about a table must decide whether 
they can each modify their positions 
as France and Britain did in 1904 
or, insisting each upon its own view 
separate to try out the question by 
war, the only alternative method. 

But we are not to talk with Japan 
We have asked Britain and 
France and Italy to “sit in.” It 
follows‘ that totally new complica- 
tions will result. France, Britain 
and Italy are at odds in Europe and 
their quarrels have deadlocked the 
supreme counoi]l in which we sit but 
do not vote on purely European 
questions. Neither France nor Italy 
cares much about the Far East. 
France has Indo-China and some in- 
teresting islands in the Pacific, but 
they are outside the area of imme- 
diate discussion. Italy has nothing 
east of the Somali coast. 

But France and Italy are exceed- 
ingly anxious to gain the United 
States’ support for their European 


interests. For example, both are 
solidly united in their wish to check 
British expansion in the Mediterra- 
nean, to prevent the creation of a 
greater Greece which shall, acting 
for Britain, give the English con- 
trol of the Aegean, the Black sea 
and the straits guarded by Con- 
stantinople. Obviously Wwe may 
have their support in the Far East, 
provided we give them ours in the 
Near East. But this is getting down 
to the level of a political primary. 

Yet, after all, this is what has 
been happening in the supreme coun- 
cil for three years. This is what 
happened at Paris all through the 
conference. Americans are accus- 
tomed to think in terms of abstrac- 
tions so far as international confer- 
ences are concerned, but Europeans 
know better. If France votes with 
England no one imagines that the 
French heart ormethe French mind 
has beén penetrated by British ar- 
gument or dominated by the appre- 
ciation of imminent justice. No, 
nothing of the sort. The Europdan 
mind looks round to see where 


France got “hers.” 


MUST HAVE FULL, 


FREE CONSENT. 

As long as the agenda of the 
Washington conference was limited 
to the discussion of naval disarm- 
ament, there was no field for bar- 
gaining. In any event restriction | 
of a nation’s military and naval 
forces will be arrived at only by 
the ful] and free will consent of 
the nation concerned. It is incon- 
ceivable that the British would 
agree to reduce their naval strength 
under pressure from a combination 
of powers, say of the United States, 
France and Italy. Nor would we 
bow to the majority made up of 
Britain, Japan and Italy. 

But when the bars were lowered 
for a discussion of the Pacific prob- 


lem all was changed.’ So far as the 
Pacific problems are concerned, the 
votes of France and Italy will be 
determined by their estimate of the 
advantage to themselves, not in the 
Pacific, But in Europe, along the 
Mediterranean shores or even, for 
France, on the banks of the Vistula. 
We can get votes for our program 
in the Pacific but we shall have to 
trade in our vote in the supreme 
council ‘on issues in Europe. 


When, in addition, it is suggested 
that the Washington conference 
may take up the unfinished business 
of the Paris conferences of 1919 and 


1921, then all limit' is removed, We 
are back in the game of old-fash- 
ioned diplomacy and, it is worth 
nothing, there is no other kind and 
no promise that there ever will be. 
We talk much in this country of 
the wickedness of this old-fashion- 
ed diplomacy, but then we go right 
ahead and employ it in every na- 
tional convention and in every ward 
council. Old-fashioned diplomacy, in 
the last analysis, consists only in 
knowing what you want and what 
the other fellow wants and getting 
yours by preventing him from hav- 
ing his otherwise. 


That is what Mr. Wilson discov- 


ered at Paris. Everyone who knows 


anything about the old-fashioned 
state conventions knows that the 
first days are devoted to noise and 
nonsense. It is only toward the 
end, when a decision presses, when 
time is about used up and the dele- 
gates have spent their money and 
must use their tickets to get home, 
that the real business is in order. 
Then the man who wants something 
has to pay, the man who has_gome- 
thing which is wanted can cash in. 


WILSON HAD 
TO SURRENDER. 


Now exactly this is what hap- 
pened in Paris in May, 1919. The 
Germans were coming, the Itallans 
had quit, the balance of power lay 
with the Japanese, it was Shantung

UNWISE TO PAY 
IN ADVANCE. 


I remember the dry comment of 
aman close to Lloyd-George just 
before Mr. Wilson returned te 
Paris, after his excursion to Wash- 
ington. We were talking about the 
league Of nations covenant and my 
friend said “Lloyd-George was op- 
posed to letting him (i. e. the presi- 
dent) have it at this time.” What 
he meant, of course, was that 
George believed it was wiser not to 
pay too far in advance. This was 
the real] fact at Paris, this is the 
rea] fact at every international] con- 
ference, Everyone knaws_ that 
Talleyrand almost stole the con- 
gress of Vienna from the victorious 
allies, by throwing French support 
to conflicting claims. 

Now, after all, we have again in- 
vited a Paris experience. We have 
asked the European nations, divid- 
ed amongst themselves, each look- 
ing to us for support which might 
be decisive, to come over here and 
discuss that problem of the Pacific 
which is, in fact, a matter in dis- 
pute betweén Japan and ourselves. 
We are going to present our side 
of the case and we are going to 
endeavor to have Europe take our 
side against Japan. And the Japa- 
nese know perfectly well that they 
ean’t find rewards for Europe 
which might counterbalance our of- 
fers, thus the Japanese will have 
to find a substitute method. 


Meantime by throwing the Upper 


the league of nations Lloyd-George 
and Briand have momentarily re- 
animated that body, which hag sat 
still while two great wars were in 
progress in Europe in the past year 
and has been unable to dispose of 
any issue raised between two great 
powers. Thus Mr. Lloyd-George and 
M. Briand will have a league of na- 
tions to play over against any as- 
sociation Mr. Harding may propose 
and this gives them just so much 
more bargaining power. 

The idea that European states- 
men go to international conferences 
with: any other purpose than that 
of the average citizen going 
market is nonsense. It is one of 
the things which furnishes a fine 
subject for address and political 
appeal, but it is totally untrue as 
the results of every international 
assembly from Westphalia to Paris 
have demonstrated. Most Ameri- 
eans and perhaps’a few Europeans 
believed that the Paris conference 
of 1919 would prove something dif- 
ferent. But in point of fact it. ex- 
actly reproduced all of the old ses- 
sions. The men who made peace 
had to deal with new conditions 
and to recognize forces whith were 
negligible a century ago, but in the 
last analysis the process was sum- 
med up in the comment of Lioyd- 
George to a friend of mine. 


ELEVEN MEETINGS 
SINCE CONFERENCE. 


Speaking of a whole range of 
questions at issue, divided into 
things desired by the British and 
things desired by their allies, the 
British prime minister fel] back in 
every instance upon one of two 
forms. For things desired by the 
British he said—‘We must have it’ 
or things desired by the allies of 
Britain—“Why should they get it.’ 
Since the Paris conference’ there 
have been eleven meetings between 
Britain and France, with Japan, 
Italy and various other nations 
present or voting. But in every 
case’ there has veen a bargain, save 


the last and in the last, the recent 
Paris meeting, since neither would 
meet the price of the Other, the out- 
come was # deadiocx. 
Remembering Paris, recalling the 
history o1 all past international 
gathertmgs, it seems to me that the 
present administration is running 


the risx of suffering all the re- 
verses of the last, ‘by consenting 
to opening the door the discus- 
sion of questions which belong to 
the order of international interests 
which are invariably settled not 
upon their merits but by the meth- 
ods which obtain in our own po- 
litical conventions. A time will 
come, not impossibly in the Wash- 
ington conference, as a& time came 
in the Paris conference, when it 
will be Mr. Harding's political for- 
tunes and those of his party which 
are in the balance or when that 
association of nations which he fa- 
vors is at stake and at that mo- 
ment Europe will present its bill, 
either collectively or severally.

More Education 
In Economics Is 
Financiers’ Plan 


Campaign Begun to “Take 
the Mystery Out of 
Banking.”’ 


The educational committee of the 
Georgia Bankers’ . association, of 
which Robert Strickland, Jr., credit 
manager for the Fourth National 


bank of Atlanta, is general chair- 
man, has just announced their 
Plans for the coming year. 

Through the other members of 
the state committee, who are also 
chairmen of similar committees in 
their respective group, an inten- 
sive program of deucational work 
is to be undertaken. These group 
chairmen are H. Y. Tillman, of the 
Merchants’ bank, of Valdosta, for 
group one; W! N. Harrison, of the 
First Nationa] bank, of Lavonia, 
for group two; Joe 8. Calhoun, of 
the First National bank, of Carters- 
ville, for group three; Ww. C. Cooper, 
of the First National bank, of Pel- 
ham, for group four, and A, W. 
Garrett, of the First National bank, 
of Dublin, for group five, and are 
in charge of the work in from 
twenty to thirty counties in their 
sections of the state. A committee 
is also being formed for this work 
in each group, to be composed of 
the chairmen of the county com- 
mittees, shortly to be announced by 
Courtney Thorpe, of Savannah, 
president of the Georgia Bankers’ 
association. These county chair- 
men will form committees of local 
bankers and educators for their re- 
spective counties, 

This systematic organizatioh !s 
being followed in each state of the 
union and such concerted action is 
certain to be productive of success. 

The plan, according to Mr. Strick- 
land, is to “take the mystery vat 
of banking.” He says’ that the 
American Bankers’ association has 
inaugurated a program of educa- 
tion in business economics and mod- 
ern banking methods through its 
public education committee, of 
which John H. Puelicher, 
Marshall & Ilsey bank, of Milwau- 
kee, is vice president of the asso- 
ciation, is chairman. 

This committee maintains that 
there is annually a great economic 
waste, detrimental to national] prés- 
perity, because the great body of 
the people are not familiar with 
the principals of economics or the 
usages of banking. To remedy this 
condition and to create a better 
understanding of the part modern 
banking performs in the industrial 
and social life of the country, a 
series of lectures has been prepared 
and will be delivered throughout 
the United States during the com- 
ing year in the public schools and 
before various civic, business and 
social organizations. 

Leading educators and political 
economists have declared that this 
plah of practical instruction, sup- 
plemented by visits to the banks, 
will prove of great value to the 
present and coming’ generation. 
They feel that every high school 
and college graduate should be fa- 
miliar with the factors which con- 
trol commerce and finance and that 
this knowledge can nowhere be bet- 
ter obtained than from the banker 
who daily applies these principals. 


“CANDY WEEK” TO BE 
MADE NATION-WIDE 


Atlanta with its immense candy 
industry—the second largest of any 
city in the United States—will be 
interested in the inauguration of 
‘candy week” by the executive com- 
mittee of the National Confection- 
ers’ association, which will be a na- 
tion-wide event for the week of Oc- 
tober 3 to 8.

'Great Gains Are Shown 
Compared With Ten 
Years Ago. 


The bureau of census, of the de- 
partment of commerce, announces 


éhat of the 6,448,366 farms in the 
United States on January 1, 1920, 


as shown by the fourteenth census, 
3,925,095 were operated by their 
Owners; 68,525 by hired managers, 
and 2,454,746 by tenants. This com- 
bined. value was $66,334,309,556. Of 
the total number of farms 60.9 per 
cent were operated by their owners, 


11.1 yer cent by managers, and 88.1 
per cent by tenants. In 1910, 62.1 


| per cent of the farms were operated 


by owners, 0.9 percent by managers, 
and 37 per cent by teants. The dis- 
tribution in 1900 was, owners, 63.7 
per cent: managers, 1.0 per cent: 
and. tenants, 35.3 per cent; in 1890, 
owners and managers together, 71.6 
per cent; and tenants, 28.4 per cent; 
in 1880, owners and managers, 74.4 
per cent; and tenants, 25.6 per cent. 
It is evident, therefore, that there 
has been a gradual decrease in the 
proportion of farms operated by 
their owners and a corresponding 
increase in the proportion operated 
by tenants. 

The number of farms operated by 
their owners in 1910 was 3,948,722. 
The 1920 figures given above thus 
show a decrease in this class of 
farms during the decade amounting 
to 23,627, or 0.6 per cent. 

In the census reports a distinction 
is made between farmers operating 
their own land only and farmers 
that which they own. The former 
are classified as “full owners” and 
the latter as “part owners.” The 
number of farms operated by full 
owners in 1920 was 3,366,546 and 
the number operated by part own- 
ers, 558,549. In 1910, 3,354,897 farms 
were reported as operated by full 
owners and 593,825 by part owners. 
There was therefore an increase of 
11,649, or 0.3 per cent, in the num-

In 1920 
fifty countries sent sugar to the 
United States. In 1921. during. the 
first six months, the United States 
Sent sugar to forty-four countries, 
thirty-two of which produce sugar 
and twenty-four of which sent sugar 
to us last year. 

The largest purchaser of Ameri- 
can refined sugar during the war 
was the United Kingdom, which be- 
fore 1914 had purchased most of its 
requirements from Germany and 
Austria. The war changed the 
channels of distribution and caused 
Great Britain to turn to Cuba for 
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who hire some land in addition to, 


raw sUgar and to the United States 
for refined sugar, In the five years 
ended 1914, the United Kingdom 
imported 4,457,734 tons of sugar 
from Germany and Austria-Hungary 
and 218,483 tons of refined sugar 
from the United States. In the suc- 
ceeding five years, while no sugar 
went from the central powers to 
Great Britain, Cuba sent 2,600,000 
tons of raw sugar and the United

Cream Supply Men to stage a mag- 
nificent exhibition of ice cream sup- 
plies, machinery and equipment in 
Atlanta this fall reflects growing 
recognition of this city’s import- 
ance as a southern central point for 
great trade exhibits. The hard- 
ware men were among the first to 
understand the advantages of hold- 
ing industral ‘“‘shows” in the At- 


lanta Auditorium-Armory; they 
were followed by the automobile 
people and more recently by the 
drugs and sundries manufacturers 
and other tradesmen in quest of a 
Suitable place to exploit their wares 
before southern buyers. 

It was nothing but the wonderful 
success .of the hardware “show” 
held in Atlanta during 1920 that 
prompted officials of the Southeast- 
ern Retail Hardware and Imple- 
ment association to return to At- 
lanta last May when a number of 
other southern cities were claiming 
their turn. 

Leading ice cream manufacturers 
of the south regard the coming ice 
eream exhibition as something 
more than a victory for Atlanta. 
They see in this important under- 
taking a very cheering sign that 
the southern ice cream industry is 
claiming recognition from the na- 
tional trade’s most constructive or- 
ganization. 

The association of {ce cream men 
have attracted widespread interest 
at all points where their exhibitions 
have been held in the last few 
years. Although it had staged 
startling trade classics in Phila- 
deliphia, Atlantic City and far-away 
Portland, Ore., it was not until this 
summer that it took note of the 
southern industry. 

It was some weeks agothat Rob- 
ert Everett, the secretary-manager 
of this organization, wired the 
writer that Atlanta had been made 
as second choice for che scene of a 
southern exhibition. He stated that 
he would visit Atlanta a few days 
later and see what it could offer 
in this direction.

Turnover By Advertising 
Important Asset 


BY CHARLES W. HOYT 
Hoyt’s Service, Inc. 


Turnover—the quick repeat sales 
of an article—is the key to the so- 
lution of many a manufatcurer’s, 
jobber’s and retailer's present 
problem. Incidentally it is also 
quite beneficia]- to the consuming 
public. 


Turnover—created by advertising 
—is just as much a part of a man- 
ufacturer’s asset as the machinery, 
raw materials and labor used in 
connection with his product, per- 
haps even more so. How? Or why? 
Let us take the following example 
and answer these questions. 

Let us take the case of the drug 
jobber—although the same reason- 
ing would apply to any jobber or 
to any retailer and to the manu- 
facturer who sells through these 
channels. 
ber’s investments in some article 
of which he puts in stock, amount- 
ing to $250. His profit margin on 
the selling price amounts to 16 2-3 
per cent, so that he selis it for $300. 
Let us say this is a staple article 
which is not advertised and that the 
jobber enjoys five turnovers a year. 
On the Investment of $250 he makes 
$50 profit by selling it for $300. By 
making this $5@ five times during 
the year there is a gross profit, 
less, of course, administrative ex- 
penses, amounting to $250. 

Now let us take a quick moving 
advertised article, for which the 
turnover has been increased by the 
continuous advertising. 

Let us assume again that the job- 
ber puts in a stock amoutning to 
$250, that its profit margin is 16 2-3 
per cent. 8 that it sells for $300 
and that he, therefore, make $50 on

it has enlarged his sales volume, 
thereby increasing his production 
with the resultant benefit of lower 
overhead and other costs, a in 

creased profit making possibi ities.

It has become an asset to the re- 
tailer because he, too, is turning 
over his money and making more 
profit as a result of the larger de- 
mand.

1ower manufacturing 
and selling cost, based.on large 
scale production, it becomes pos- 
sible for the manufacturer to sell 
his output on more favorable terms 
and this is reflected in lower prices 
all along the line. Nowhere has 
this been more evident than in the 
automobile industry when a num- 
ber of years ago, the scale produc- 
tion meant that * automobile had 
to bring the man&gfacturer a much 
higher price. As advertising in- 
creased the demand for automo- 
biles, the unit costs were lower and 
the ultimate selling price to the 
consumer proportionately less. 
Machinery, raw materials and la- 
bor represent assets because they 
are product-creating agencies. Ad- 
vertising equally represents an as- 
set because it is a demand creat- 
ing agency and so far as business 
is concerned the demand fora prod- 
uct is an important, if not more so 
than the physical part of the prod- 
uct, because without the demand, 
there can be no sales of the article 
itself—New York Commercial.

Expected in Stocks

New York, August 27.—Profes- 
sional operatars had the market 
almost entirely to themselves dur- 
ing the last week,’ with waves of 
heavy selling in the stocks in which 
those who are bearishly. inclined 
hope or expect that there is going 


some very brisk rallies every time 
that a little short covering was at- 
tempted. ' 

The ‘best information obtainable 
indicates that three-quarters of the 
sales in some stocks were for short 
account. In a few issues, however, 
some actual liquidation was § dis- 
cernable, The public did some small 
buying for long pull speculation 
and some investment demand was 
noted, -but as a. whole, the public 
has either decided to wait for the 
present selling waves to subside, or 
else, igs just not interested in the 
a on the buying side at this 

me, 

There had been many signs that 
before ‘the end of this month, the 
market was going to have a decided 
improvement, but the lack of defi- 
nite improvement in business, ex- 
pected before this, has postponed 
any extensive; recovery in securities 
prices, 

The very best opinions on the 
market, however, all agree that 
while the definite betterment of 
business is not yet at hand, that 
slight improvement it taking place 
and that this will tend to grow 
in the near future, 

Optimistic Outlook. : 


This line of opinion holds that 
Many stocks are now selling at 
prices that will allow of a very 
definite outlook for profits when- 
ever business does get better, and 
that at the least the market is 
again so very much oversold. The 
Situation is much the same as in 
June when professional] bears found 
that there was no support in the 
market and proceeded to sell and 
seil until a point wag reached when 
the shortage was so great that it 
took five weeks to complete cov- 
ering, with big advances, even 
though there was not any material 
buying movement outside of cover- 
ing short stock. 
The market is now in a position 
where the least that can be expect- 
ed is a recovery of about the size 
seen in July from the June lows. 
This may not start for a week or 
two, but during that period, some 
fair rallies are looked for. 
Forming Pools. 
It is stated that a certain im- 
ortant group of security houses 
1as been buying several stocks in 
bulk on every sharp decline, and 
that the pools have been encourag- 
ing all] of those who wish to sell 
short to not only do so but to main- 
tain their position, 
Under the surface in the stock 
market, there ig always something 
going on which cannot be discern- 
ed on the surface. Thue, if a stock 
was badly wanted for accumulation 
purposes, it could be made to look 
very weak in the kind of market 
that prevails now. Certain impor- 
tant interests would openly sell it 
in one place and quietly buy it in 
another. There might be a@ small 
floating supply, but those trying 
to make the stock seem weak would 
allow a liberal amount of it to be 
loaned to those who were short 
of it, who would thereby think the 
floating supply very large. 
It might be that this group would 
daily sell a few hundred shares 
openly and secretly buy several 
thousand. 
Then, when the time wae ripe, all 
of the stock loaned to those short of 
{t would be called for to be re- 
turned, the shorts would not be able 
to borrow stock and would have 
to buy in the open market and some 
Sensational advances would be the 
result. There is strong evidence 
that something Nke this is¢ now 
going on in several etocks which 
seem to be particularly weak despite | 
good earnings and good dividends. 


to be some heavy liquidation, and’ 


It is not probable that the trap 
for shorts will be strong for two 
or three weeks, but on the other 
hand, it might be that it will be 
any day. 

Judging by all prevailing signs, 
it would look as though any weak- 
ness in the market from now on, 
ine the better class stocks, should 
be used to buy stocks for. at the 
least a probable good rally before 
the end of September and possibly 
for material additional advance aft- 
er that, also that the short side is 
now very dangerous. The public 
cannot be expected to buy when 
stocks are weak, however, as nine- 
ty-nine out of one hundred specu- 
jators in the stock» market never 
buys excepting after there have 
been long advances in prices, usu- 
ally not buying until the top has 
been nearly reached. The pools and 
professional operators buy on the 
weak periods, and they are sellers 
when the public really comes into 
the market. 

Call Money Easier. 

Call money was somewhat easier 

than it had been during most of 


the past week, but funds are still 
in somewhat limited supply owing 
to the h@avy demand in the grain 
country. Time money was gener- 
ally firm. The demand for funds 
ig extremely light, in the securities 
money market, with brokerage loans 
at the lowest levels in very many 
years. 

The constantly improving condi- 
tion of the banks of the country 
@peaks of the strong probability of 
easier money in the near future, as 
the extraordinary demand for crop 
moving ig nearly over, with the ear- 
ly grain crops moved to market 
much earlier than usual this year 
and with the demand for funds for 
this purpose coming in the course 
of a few weeks rather than belng 
spread: over two months or more. 

There is ample reason to believe 
that the money market will be easier 
through most of September and Oc- 
tober, and possibly well into No- 
vember, and it is partly because of 
this. outlook that many people are 
looking for higher prices for securi- 
ties, believing that the easing in 
money will go a long ways towards 
promoting heavy buying of stocks. 

Prices Advancing. 

Prices for many things have been 
creeping. higher during the last few 
weeks. Many foodstuffs are higher 
by a small margin, so are. some 
clothing materials. Many commodi- 
ties have hdad:a slightly: firmer trend. 
In many cases this is just a recov- 
ery from unduly low levels. In 
others there are certain necessities 
which never did decline in propor- 
tion to the general deflation which 
have advanced somewhat:-from the 
moderately lower levels they had 
reached. Many luxuries, however, 
are decidedly lower than they were 
a year. ago, when an era of mad 
spending was reaching its finish, 
and the greatly reduced purchasing 
power of the country has told more 
against some of the luxuries than 
elsewhere. 

Real estate Is now starting to g0 
the way of practically everything 
else that was so.highly inflated a 
year or 80 ago. here has not been 
any decided reduction in land and 
building values as yet, but there is 
reported a great. decline in bidders 
and a lowering of bids, also a ma- 
terial increase in the number of 
piéces of property pressing for sale, 
in wes all sections of the coun- 
try. This is believed to forshadow 
a great decline before another six 
months have passed. 

Rental for business space is 
somewhat lower in nearly all sec- 
tions, but housing shortages still ex- 
ist, though not so acute as last year, 
but even this is expected to pass 
within the next few months. By 
this time next year it 1s believed 
that the last bulwark of high living 
costs wil] start to crumble and that 


housing rents will go lower, but no

So many girls have written me, 
asking how they can become screen 
actresses, and there is so much_to 
tell them, that I think the best way 
is to write a little article about it. 

First, of all, one must be able to 
To “troup” in theatrical 
phraseology means to act. When 
you hear a motion picture director 
say of a certain girl: “She's a great 
trouper,” you know he is giving 
greater praise than if he said: “She 
is very beautiful.” 

You can .do a great deal towards 
learning to troup, right in your own 
home, for. after all, acting is only 
feeling, outwardly expressed. 

Tears and Smiles. 


You must learn, therefore, to be 
able to summon tears or smiles on 
an instant’s notice. Train yourself 
to look at a letter, for exampie—a 
‘letter that might tell you of bad 
news—and to-weep on sight of it. 


1} Train yourself te look at something 


else—a book, a box, a photograph, 
and to laugh in a merry, infectious 
way. Your mirror will tell you if 
ou are “getting over” this scene. 
rain yourself—face, body and emo- 
tions, to respond to various situa- 
tions. A ‘person may feel the great- 


est sorrow and still wear a com- 


paratively calm expression, so re- |, 


member that the face and the body 
are the only things with which a 
scréen actor can make the audience: 
know what he is feeling. He can- 
not tell them. 

Mouth Expressive. 

The mouth is perhaps even more 
expressive, in pictures, than the 
eyes. With it, you can express joy 
or sorrow, anger or disdain. Learn 
to do this in the most effective way. 
The hands, the feet, even the shoul- 
ders and the back, are all mediums 
of expression. I once heard of a 
director who asked an actress: “Can 
you show haughtiness with your 
back?” The actress relied: “You 
mean—turn a cold shoulder?” 
“That's it exactly,” agreed the di- 
rector, and the screen artist in ques- 
tion was chosen for a big part, prin- 
cipally because she cbuld do that 
thing. 

Remember, tn making motion pic- 
tures, an actor is often called upon 
to express grief, joy, or any of the 
emotions, entirely without anyone 
to. play up to. I mean, in a scene 
where two people are playing oppo- 
site one another, it is very easy.

As to the state rate the new con- 
stitution provides that the rate of 
state taxation on property for all 
purposes shall not exceed, in any 
one year, 5 1-4 mills on the dollar 
of its assessed value; provided, the 
legislature may, upon a two-third 
vote, increase that rate to 5 3-4 
mills, when the state demands re- 
quire it, “but the rate shall never 
exceed 6 3-4 mills.” 

The rate has already been fixed 
by the legislature at 5 1-4 Mills, and 
the assessments on a basis of 100 
per cent. The constitution, In an- 
other place, also fundamentally fixes 


the assessment basis “at 100 per cent’ 


cash valuation.” 

The inheritance tax authorization 
is disposed of in the following pro- 
vision: 

Taxes upon inheritances, legacies and 
donations, or gifts made in contempla- 
tion of death, may be graduated, classi- 
fied or progressive; provided such taxes 
shall not exceed 3 per cent as to as- 
ecendants, descendants or surviving 
spouse; 10 per cent as to collateral 
heirs, or 15 per cent as to others; and 
exemptions to a reasonable amount may 
be allowed. Donations and legacies to 
charitable, religious or educational in- 
stitutions located within the state shall 
be exempt from such tax. 


Banks Are Taxed 


On Earnings. 

The license on occupational tax 
provision is disposed of as follows: 
License taxes may be levied on such 
classes of persons, associations of per- 
sons and corporations pursuing any 
trade, business; occupation, vocation or 
profession, as the legislature may deem 
proper, except clerks, laborers, minis- 
ters of religion, school teachers, grad- 
uated trained nurses, those engaged in 
mechanical, agricultural or horticultural

_ Rolling stock operated in Louisi-

The severance tax, which has be- 
2ome the basis of the great school 
development program undertaken is 
constitutionally authorized as fol- 
lows: : 

Taxes may be levied on natural re- 
sources severed from the soil or water, 
to be paid proportionately by the own- 
ers thereof at the time of severance. 
Such natural resources may be classified 
for the purpose of taxation and such 
taxes predicated upon either the quan- 
tity or value of the product at the time 
aud place where it is severed. No sever- 
ance tax shall be levied by any parish 
or other local subdivision of the state. 

No further or additional tax or license 
shall be levied or imposed upon oil or 
gas leases or rights, nor shall any addi- 
tional valine be added to the asscasment 


of land, by reason of the presence of 
oil or’ gas therein or their production 
therefrom. 


Extreme Liberality 
In Exemptions, 


One of the remarkable features 
of th? new Louisiana system is the 
liberality in; exemptions. For in- 
stance the usual exemptions of prop- 
erty owned by churches, schools, 
fraternal organizations, charitable 
organizations, etc., are made, and 
in addition, cash on hand or on de- 
posit; loans or other obligations se- 
cured by mortgage on property lo- 
cated exclusively in the state of 
Louisiana, and the notes or other 
evidence thereof; loans by life in- 
surance companies to policyholders, 
s¢cured solely by their policies; 
loans by homestead associations to 
their members, secured solely by 
stock of such associations; debts due 
for merchandise or other articles of 
commerce or for services; obliga- 
tions of the state or its political sub- 
divisions; household property to the 
value of one thousand dollars; the 
legal reserve of life insurance com- 
panies organized under the laws of 
this state; property belonging to 
any military organization of the 
st.te,. used by the state national 
guard or militia for military pur- 
poses; agricultural products while 
owned by the producery agricultral 
implemeénts and farm improvements 
to the value of five hundred dol- 


lars; hogs, sheep and goats for per-

sonal use: books, philosophical ap- 
paratus and paintings kept in a pub- 
lic hall; the real estate and ap- 


purtenant property constituting au- 
ditoriums, opera houses, temples of 


music, museums of art’ or carnival 
organizations, conducted as civic en- 
terprises for the public welfare, 
while used solely for the promotion 
of art and not operated for profit 
to the owners, “

An effort was made in the consti- 
tutional convention to spplement the

Only Thorough System 
Of State Highways. 


Of next importance now is the 
fact that the new constitution made 
the Luilding of a state-wide system 
of highways a fundamental man- 
date. The provision reads: 


The legislature shall provide for the 
establishment and maintenance of a sys- 


tem of hard surface state highways and 


authorize the acquisition, by expropria- 
tion or otherwise, of rights of way for 
highways, and drains therefor; may pro- 
vide for the purchase or expropriation 
of property necessary or useful for the 
purpose of building and maintaining 
highways, and may require parishes, 
cities, towns, villages and road districts 
to contribute @ certain portion of the 
cost of construction state highways 
and bridges; provided, that parishes 
which have completed such roads as may 
be part of the state highway system 
shall be given credit by the state high- 
way fund for said mileage thus com- 
pleted and accepted by the state high- 
way department as against any sums 
which they might be called upon to 
contribute for further road building 
therein; shall provide for the immediate 
maintenance and resurfacing of thé sys- 
tem of state highways and bridges, in- 
cluding portions of said system already 
constructed by the various parishes, from 
the general highway fund, and shall 
provide for the building of bridges over 
navigable streams wholly from the gen- 
eral highway fund, and shall provide 
for the regulation of traffic on public 
highways. 

The legislature may authorize the gov- 
erning authority of road _ districts 
throughout the state, in addition to 
taxes eleewhere provided in this consti- 
tution. to prescribe for the imposition 
of a -raduated- contribution or benefit 
tax on all property situated within said 
road district; provided, that the imposi- 
tion of said taxes be authorized by a 
vote of the property taxpayers of such 
districts in the manner prescribed by

The legislature shall i for the 
expenditure of the general highway fund, 
created under this constitution, in the 


The constitution provides that the 


highway fund shall be composed of 


the motor vehicular tax, and an 
excise-tax ef 2 cents a gallon on 
the retail sales of gasoline. 

This fund is estimated to be 
around $5,000,000 a year, to which, 
of course, will be applied /the fed- 
eral aid. 

Pensions Only 
To the Needy. 

Georgia, which has recently let 
down the bars of removing prop- 
‘erty restrictions from _ eligibility 
for Confederate pensions, should be 
particularly interested in the pen- 
sion provisions of the new Louisi- 
ana constitution. They are brief and 
to the point:

As it has been heretofore, and in- 
deed is for the pension payments 
during 1921, the pensioners get a 
pro rata of the total fund which 
has amounted to around $240 a 
year. It is estimated, however, 
that the 3-4 mill levy will now in- 
crease the amount to §30 a month, 
or $360 a year. 

Louvisiana’s rolls are compara- 
tively small. The fathers of the 
new constitution have gone upon 
the wise theory that it is better to 
give the really needy Confederate 
veterans a large annual fund, suf- 
ficiently large to be of potential 
benefit, than to give a small annu- 
ity to a great mass of pensioners, 
both men and women, a majority of 
whom are in independent circum- 
stances, and some of whom may be 
actual millionaires as is the case 
in Georgia today. 

The tax affairs of Louisiana are 
administered through a tax cOm- 
mission, which is also the state 
board of equalizers. Each parish has 
a parochial board of equalizers. 
Equalizations are made under a 
law similar to the Georgia equali- 
zation law, the proposed repeal of 
which was oné of the spectacular 
fights of the recent legislature.

Federal Aid. 

The bridge is known as Federal 
Aid project, No. 78, contains 3.182 
cubic yards of concrete, 225 tons 
of reinforcing steel and consists of | 
forty-three 35-foot epans and a 
steel drawbridge of the turntable 
type, which is 212 feet long and 
floored with 4,300 square feet of 
creosoted wood block. There are 
stills at each end “totalling 877 feet 
in length; the entire run of 2,876 
feet having an 18-foot roadway, 
surfaced with asphalt and a 4%-foot 
cement sidewalk of, each aide. 

The bridge is situated at the junc- 
ture of the Dixie highway from Chi- 
cago to Miami, Fla.: the Dixie-Over- 
land highway, from San Francisco 
via Columbus to Savannah, Ga., and 
the New York-Brunswick highway. 
It is one of the five which hae been 
built in Pulaski county with the ald 
of federal funds, and they place 
the county above the menace of high 
water, which is so great a menace 
to many parts of the country. 

Morgan Thompson, commissioner 
of Pulaski county, by,his untiring 
energy, determination and executive 
ability, has been the prime. factor 
in securing all of the bridges for 
this county. Because of the many 
difficulties under which he wae at 
times forced to work, owing to the 
abnormal conditions of both capi- 
tal and labor, it is generally con- 
ceded that his accomplishment is 
nothing short of wonderful. 

The project was begun on April 
20, 1920. For more than a year 
during which work has been rushed 
to completion, as hammers sounded 
and pheumatic tools sent their an- 
Swering nolées to citizens of Pu- 
laski county, it was realized that the

Was She Right in Believing That 
Women Are Cruel to Their Own Sex? 


Mrs. Eva Kaber, Who Refused to Have Women 


Jurors When Tried for Murder. 
By ETHEL THURSTON 


HEN Mrs. Eva Kaber went to trial the other 
day in Cleveland, charged with the murder 
of her husband, she was given the option 
of accepting or rejecting five women as members of 
the jury which would decide her fate. Without 
hesitancy she had her attorneys strike out the name 
of each woman called. She refused to permit a 
single woman on this jury, she said, because women 
are absolutely merciless when judging their own sex. 

For days she was haunted by the fear that at 
least one woman might be passed as eligible. ‘ She 
trembled lest she be exposed to that consuming ap- 
petite for vicarious revenge which, in Mrs. Kaber’s 
belief, exists in the mind of every woman. Only 
when the twelve seats were filled entirely with men 
did she breathe freely. She regarded this as first 
blood for the defence. 

Mrs. Kaber’s attitude was elaborated somewhat 
by Francis W. Poulson of the Kaber counsel. ‘““Women 
haven't the experience necessary for jury service.’’ 
he said. ‘Il mean the experience in life which would 
enable them to appreciate how easily a certain type 
of man can tum his wife’s existence into a hell on 
earth. They are relentless in judging their own sex. 
Nine out of ten women would have Mrs. Kaber 
electrocuted. Even after hearing all the horrible 
details of her story, they would have no sympathy 


for her. They would not be able to under- 
stand because of their limited experience in 
life. Men, because of their broader experi- 
ences, have more sympathy.” : 

All of which suggests what another woman 
said of her sex in a recently published article. 
‘She thought: ‘“‘If Jesus had allowed a crowd 
of women to judge the Magdalene she would 
have been stoned to death—even by the women in 
the crowd who were as guilty as she.” 

Further illumination is shed on the questions of 
a woman's attitude toward another woman by a 
civil suit tried recently in Newark, New Jersey. The 
suit involved a $400 contract for flour, with a 
woman lawyer, Miss Elizabeth Blume, acting as at- 
torney for the plaintiff. A man represented the 
defence—an attractive, tactful man, who § eévi- 
dently knew a lot about women—and nine’ women 
were on the jury. The plaintiff lost the case. Miss 
Blume straightway appealed the case on the ground 
that the male lawyer had vamped-the female jury 
out of their reasoning power. — 

“My case was won.”’ she said, “until the male 
lawyer for the defence began to pay them conipli- 
ments that turned their heads. ! actually heard 
one of them say she didn’t even know what the 
case was about.” 

Coming as these incidenis do at the outset of 
woman’s assumption of jury duties, they may have 
a profound effect on jurisprudence. 

There was a time when men objected to: women 
jurors because of their belief that women would be 
swayed by sentimental and immaterial considera- 
tions. She’ would allow the kind of necktie that 


the prosecuting attorney wore decide her verdict, 
they argued, or permit the theatrical tears of some 
fraudulent adventuress to melt all reason and logic 
out of their hearts. This objection was pooh- 
pooned out of court. Women knew better than that. 

Then came a woman judge with the pronuncia- 
mento that no longer would a weeping woman be 
allowed to jog the elbow of justice. Husbands 
would be given a square deal in her court? . This 
statement was widely celebrated by both sexes as 
indisputable evidence of a woman’s capacity for 
that fine discrimination necessary for handing out 
exact justice, which she was always supposed to 
lack. Men were really the sentimental ones, cried 
the feminists. -Had a jury of men ever. been known 
to convict a pretty woman? 

Women’s performances as jurors at-first tended 
to confirm the contention of their advocates. They 
certainly showed no sentimental consideration on 
account of attractive sartorial displays*or for tears 
either. In the light of the opinions expressed by 
Mrs. Kaber and her counsel, the issue is clouded 
again—or perhaps after all it is only receding to 
that elemental basis of sex. , 

As Mrs. Kaber’s: attorney pointed out, all of 
the women talesmen who were summoned invari- 
ably announced themselves ready to convict on Cir- 
cumstantial evidence or pronounce the penalty of 
death if the facts seemed to justiff it. On the other 
hand, a number of the men examined declared 
against capital punishment. This, no doubt, was 
what first started the lawyers to speculating on the 
reactions of-the woman juror to one of her own sex. 
The consistency of their several attitudes smacked 
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more of heartlessness than is 
of adherence to the princi- 
ples of exact justice. At 
least it seemed so to Mrs. 
Kaber. 
Mrs, Kaber may, have 
thought of Byron’s epigram: 
“Revenge is sweet—espe- 
cially to women.” At any 
rate she believed it was so. 
She evidently believed an- 
other famous poet, Rudyard 
Ki ling, when he said that 
“the female of the species is more 
deadly than the male.”” She acted as | ‘¢m

What, then, bécomes of the argu- ** 
ment that men are sentimental and 
women are literal minded? If there 
were any way of collecting enough evi- 


dence to justify a generalization the truth of the 2 a 
ter would probably be that some men are sentimefitat 


and some women are literal minded, but that no 
matter what superficial qualities have been imposed 
on them by social intercourse, they are first of all 
men and women. Scientists, not to consider par- 
ticularly Mr. Freud and his disciples, give consider- 
able support to this view. , . 

In other words, woman may ordinarily be clear- 
headed or the reverse in her mental processés, but 
when she is called upon to sit in judgment upon one 
of her own sex considerations of sentiment as well 
as logic go by the board: The elemental factor of 
sex prevails. She becomes original’ woman.

“lll bet they ve all been out on 
gay parties the night before,” he 
said, “and will not come to the tele- 
phone.” 

To settle the wager they tele- 
phoned one Ftiday afternoon, with 
the following results: All ten, word 
came, were asleep and could not be 
disturbed. 

A few months ago the same two 
men, recalling their wager, tried the 


‘same experiment with the ten most 


popular beauties of the 1921 stage in 
in New York. The results ‘were 
different. None of the ten were 
asleep. Six were at their dancing 
master’s; two were shopping with 
their mothers,.and two were down- 
town taking music lessons.

From then on, the sinister character 
known popularly as the stage door 
Johnny was doomed to a rapid ex- 
tinction. 

Now, lots of people do not know 
that the @age door Johnny has 
passed. ‘They still associate with 
ehorus beauties the dashing figure 
of a wealthy young blood, clad in 
the latest mode, bouquet in hand, 
waiting eagerly et the rear or side 
entrance ot a theater. They take it 
for granted that the chorus girls are 
stage doors of theaters all the way

Stage Door Johnnies 
Of Fifteen Years Ago. 

Come back with me fifteen 
years. It was then that the gay 
Lotharies nung thickest about the 
across the land. It mattered not 
where you took a show-——Broadway 
or Hickville—the Johnnies always 
turned up to greet the chorue beau- 
ties of that day. 

“What is a stage door Johnny, 
anyway?” some one asked me the 
other day. 

That is almost as hard a question 
to answer as: 

“What is a man-about-iown ?”—

Well, like the “man-about-towa,” 
the stage door Johnny was some- 
times a bounder, sometimes just a 
Plain young fool.

With Poverty. 


I recall a pathetic instance of 
those days which will give you a 
graphic conception of the poverty 
of chorus girls possessed of really 
striking beauty.

Making the rounds of the the- 
atrical managers’ offices, applying 
for a job in the chorus, it took three 
weeks for this rare beauty to land 
a position. (They did not know how 
to play up beauty effectively in 
those days! Nowadays this same 
girl woud have been snapped up 
eagerly by the first producer who 
saw her). And her pay was $22 
per week, out of which ghe was 
compelled to purchase shoes, stock- 
ings and tights used in the comedy. 
This girl, then, had to clothe her- 
selr for off stage, pay for her room 
aud board and all other expenses, 
out of a net income of probably $17 
or $18 Ser week, which was not 
eonducive to beauty maintenance. 
And besides paying her own ex- 
penses, she proved that she was 
made of the stuff that heroines are 
made of-—tor she sent money home 
regularly to her aged parents in the 
west. 

Well, it was hard work but it was 
s labor of love with her, and all 
went well until a certain notorious 
society millionaire, who haunted the 
theatrical] district, fell in love with 
her looks. The phganderq hed 
seen the little wéstern beauty in the 
chorus one night, and made up his 
mind to meet her, and forthwith

to dine with him. All of these she 
refused, much to the amusement of 
many of the other girls, although I 
happen to know that there were

+ Now, it is a matter of unfortunate 
record that the stage door Johnny in 
those days sometimes could wield 
influence with a weak-kneed mana- 
ger, and this is exactly what happen- 
el in this case. Angered at her re- 
pulses, the millionaire roue schemed 
to have her discharged from her posi- 
tion in the chorus, and although he 
must have known that it might 
blight the girls career, he perse- 
vered until he was successful. The 
rare heauty from the little Califor- 
nia town, who had fairly and square- 
ly conquered Broadway on sheer 
merit, was defeated because of a 
pernicious system of stage dgor 
Johnpyism. 

I will skip the story of this girl’s 
discouraging struggles in New York 
at that time. Her beauty made her 


many enemies and many would-be . 


friends. Indeed, it was probably 


her very beauty that stood in her: 


way, for time after time, from res- 
taurants where she had gotten a 
job as waitress, and from barber 
shops where she manicured for a 
living, she was finally dropped.. |\t 
is refreshing to learn, therefore, as 
I did only the other day, that this 
girl—now a woman—has succeeded 
in establishing in one of our largest 
cities of the wesé a flourishing zill- 
nery business which pays her a 
handsome income. She ig married 
now; and, bag two handsome boys-~ 
boys, I warrant, who will never be 
found banging around a stage door 
entrance weiting to greet some

What a marked contrast those 
days of low wages and no recogni- 
tion make with those of today? 

Today the chorus beauty is eco- 
nemically independent. 
neither need nor desire for a staze 
door Johnny to buy her suppers. 
Her salary ranges today from $46 
to $100 a week. She is paid part 
salary while rehearsing—an unr- 
heard-of thing in the early nineteen 
hundreds. When she goes on the 
road she is apt to be paid more than 
when in a long “stand” tn a single 
city. And she is treated as a laborer 
worthy of her hire. Moreover; as | 
have pointed out in a previous ar- 
ticle, the chorus beauty can add 
rapidiy to her salary. 

Do not wonder, then, that a new * 
and higher type of chorus beauty 
has come to displace the old style of 
kicking chorus girl who was merely

dish. The better educated, better” 
bred girl is continually entering tie 
chorus as a profession. 

For instance, there is the beauti- 
ful Beatrice Milner, a Follies girl, 
whose early education was gained 
in one of those well-nigh Inaccessi- 
ble seminaries for young women 
near London. She comes from an 
Kinglish family prominent in society 
abroad. After her schooling sie 
broached to her parents the idea of 
entering upon a stage career.

Then there is the case of Miss 
Nora South, a well-known beauty of 
Broadway’s chorus sorority. Miss 
South, too, has that personality and

family of wealth and social pres- 
tige. In spite of her arduous stace 
work—for the life of the chorus 
beauty, as I have said repeatedly, re- 
quires zealous perseverance to her 
art—Miss South manages to fuid 
time each winter to fly to Palm 
Beach and rest a bit with her socie‘y 
friends. ~Also from the south is 
Miss Janet Megrew, the Washing- 
ton society girl whose picture ap 
pears in connection with thig arti- 
cle. As one of the “Butterfly 
Girls” in “Sally,” she has won her 
way to the admiration of many 
thousands. 

It is obvious that with girls of 
this newer type of education, breed- 
ing and culture holding the lime- 
light, there can be no crude stage 
door Johnny business around the 
modern theater. The day of ad-

I will go farther and say this: ina 
twenty-five years of theatrical pro- 
duction I have never permitted any 
man not a journalist to go “back- 
stage” during a performance. I feel 
so strongly upon this matter of non- 
interference with our ¢@mployees 
that I have frequently declined to 
allow even my personal friends to 
witness a performance from the 
wings. J can recall, moreover, only 
a very few journalists to whom tis 
privilege has been extended, and 
then it has been granted What they 
might observe the technical phase 


of the conducting of a modern re~ 


vue. 
Old Fogy 
Notions Hang On. 


In spite of the strictness of the 
modern stage manager, however, 
the public still holds ridiculously 
antiquated opinions about chorus 
beauties and stage door Johnnies. 
I regret to say that | am reminded 
very often of the narrow-mindedness 
of many of my fellow Americaus 
when our companies go on the road. 
A large class of people still cling to 
the belief that any girl—no matter 
how well-behaved she may be or 
how eterling a character she diay 


aprear—must be shunned if she has 
been in a chorus. — 

it has been the unfortunate exne- 
rience of some of the smaller 
musical comedy companies, | undsre 
stand, to find certain cities on their 
road itineraries devoid of hotel ac- 
commodations. To lodge the chprus 
tHeauties overnight it has been nec- 
essary, therefore, to seek accomnio- 
dations in boarding houses, and, in 
cases of emergency such as the 
holding of a convntion in the ciiy, 
to apply even at private houses. 

What have been the results In 
many cases the mere mention of 
“chorus girls” has caused the door 
ta be slammed in the face of the 
questioner. It has taken a detailed 
house-to-house canvass to secure 
lodgings for perfectly reputable 
young women who are in every way 
as fit to mingle in respectable 
society as any other woman who 
works for a living. 


The Case of 
A Brooklyn Bigot. 


I must confess that this puritanica! 
bigotry ig not confined to the small 
towns, or even to the cities outside 
of New York. One of the most un- 
just attitudes ever taken toward 
chorus beauties was displayed on!v 
recently by a Brooklyn landlady, in 
whose boarding house a well-known 
New York show girl had been living 
with her invalid mother for several 
months. 


By some remarkable freak of na- 
ture the landlady had failed. to ask 
this beauty where she was employ- 
ed. The girt, very business-like and 
dignified, had kept to her own af- 
fairs like the perfect lady that she 
is, and had never mentioned the 
fact that she was connected with a 
theater in any capacity.

PARIS, Aug. 18. 


TRICMBEN with the bodily infirmities of age. his 
once vigorous mentality warped and twisted by 
horrors suffered in the World War, Peter, ce 
devant King of the Serbians, is slowly dying at one 
of the island health resorts in the Greek Sea. His 
condition is closely watched by the Paris newspa- 
pers, for he has been a picturesque figure in his 
time, this former sturdy old monarch who jis de- 
scended from that rugged peasant Kara George, 

the swineherd who mounted a throne. Each day the papers 
print bulletins from Belgrade telling of Peter’s waning 
strength and should it come to pass, within the days this 
letter isin the Atlantic mail sacks on its voyage to America, 
that the unhappy old man should die, it will be the second 
in a series of verifications of a remarkable prophecy affecting 
the future of the Serbian-Slovene Kingdom. : 


The first of the verifications was recently manifested. Ful- 
fillment came swiftly and dramatically in the streets of Bel- 
grade on June 29, when an attempt was made to assassinate 
Alexander, the Serbian regent and second son of ex-King 
Peter. The daring effort towemove the prince was made in 
exact manner as predicted by the seeress, whose vision is 
rendered all the more remarkable by the fact that she is a 
young girl, illiterate and as unsophisticated as an infantile 
product of the mountains might well be expected. 


The story has but this week been allowed to become public 
in Belgrade. Its accuracy vouched for by the prefect of police, 
the mayor of the city and certain military authorities, the 
prophecy of little Sophie Michel Boutitch is today the sensa- 
tion of all Serbia. Descriptions of the little girl in the press 
accounts of her almost miraculous vision and the manner in 
which the future of the Karageorgevitch dynasty was disclosed 
to her, indicate that the peasant maiden does not realize the 
import of her own words and actions. 
ing is the circumstance that what she has related, all the hap- 
penings which she witnessed and repeated, partly in words 
and partly in pantomime, with the assistance of painted blocks 
of wood, are directly connected with an episode in the early 
history of Serbia, of which the ignorant girl could not posst- 
bly have known. 


SERBIA STIRRED BY REVELATIONS. 

When you have read the narrative, when you have been 
told how this child, in the ‘solitude of her mountain home, 
six months ago began to prattle strangely of murder and of 
danger daily coming nearer to the young Serbi in prince in 
his castle, and when you have heard related the curse invoked 
on the house of Karageorgevitch more than 100 years ago 
by a sorrowing peasant mother whose home had been violated 
you will then understand why Servia from border to border 
has been stirred by the revelations of this clairvoyant and 
clairaudient infant. 

It was back in January that the parents of li‘tle Sophie 
first began to notice her weird preoccupation. The family 
lfve in a thickly wooded section of the mountainous region 
some hundred odd miles to the southeast of Belgrade. The 
father had served his time in the Serbian army during the war 
and was one of the few soldiers so favored by fate and for- 
tune as to find his wife and children when he returned home 
at the end of hostilities. Sophie is the youngest of four chil- 
dren, all of whom toil to keep the household going, and it 
was her particular daily task to watch'the one cow and half 
dozen goats when the animals were sent out to pasture and 
to drive them home at nightfall. Willingly and uncomplain- 
ingly she went about her duties from. day to day until one 
morning in the latter part of January, according to the story 
told the Belgrade officials by the mystified father. the child 
stubbonly refused to go into the forest with her domestic 
charges. For a fortnight previous, they had noticed an un- 
accustomed silence on the part of the littfe girl. Questioned 
as to the state of her health, she replied simply that she was 
feeling as well as usual, though no explanation of her un- 
wonted aversion to conversation was forthcoming. 

Her flat refusal to go out with the cow and goats, there- 
fore was a matter calling for sharp parental reproof. Threats 
of punishment were useless. At last, she told her mother 
that she was frightened to go into the woods because strange 
persons came to her.side each day and told her. of fearful 
deeds. Two of her uncanny visitors she was able to describe 
mirutety——one an old woman, dressed after a fashion she had

never seen before, the other a man gigantic of height, with 
mighty arms, wearing a long black beard, his black hair flow- 
ing in thick masses across his broad shoulders. Often the 
man and woman conversed between. themselves, with occa- 
sional references to the girl. Where they lived, whence they 
came to join her and whither they went when they departed 
through the forest she was unable to tell. As the family knew 
all their near neighbors, the descriptions of none or whom 
answered that of Sophie’s- eerie acquaintances, her mother 
became convinced at once that the girl was plainly delirious. 

Father and mother demanded sternly to be told what the 
strangers had said to her. The girl protested -that she did 
not know the meaning of.the odd words the man and woman 
used and fell into a fit of silence which lasted for three days. 
Early in the.morning of the fourth day after this rigid cross 
questioning on the part of the parents, the young girl awoke 
with piercing screams whi aroused the household. She 
pointed to the door, crying that the old woman of the forest 
had been at her bedside and was now leaving the house. 
Hysterically, she talked of death, shrieking with all the 
strength of her lungs that the black man must be saved from 
the swarm of her men who pressed close around him. Shrill- 
ing her alarms with power contrasting. astoundingly with her 
fragile body, the. girl finally collapsed in her mother’s arms 
and remained in coma for the entire day. 


Toward evening, so the father related to the authorities 
later, she regained consciousness and freedom of movement, 
though she would not talk. To each query as to what the 
old woman had said tp her when she appeared’ at the bed- 
side, the Mttle girl shook her head. Then suddenly she ran 
from the cottage and vanished into an outbuilding which was 
used both as a stable and poultry house, When she returned 
she bore in her arms six bits of wood of irregular length and 
thickness, though the longest was no more than five inches 
and of about the. thickness of a broom.handle. Three of the 
sticks were black with the dirt of the stable. The other three 
had been washed to disclose the vestiges of red. paint, a cir- 
cumstance which the father was able to account for, since 
he has said that he recognized the painted bits as fragments 
of the tailboard of an old cart. ss. 

The girl arranged the sticks on the floor so that. the red 
ones faced the black. Three times she shifted the positions, 
transposing a black stick to the place of a-red. At the end of 


the third transposition the three black sticks were in the. order 3

three black sticks on the floor, the longest a little dis- 
tance removed from the others. With a gesture signi- 
fying that she wished strict attention paid to what was 
about to ensue, she walked slowly to the longest stick 
and courtesied with reverence and dignity. Having so 
done, she picked it up gently and placed it upon the 
bed. Returning to the other sticks, she angrily hurled 
one into the fire. In graphic pantomime she next drew 
a protective, yet imaginary, circle around the remaining 
stick, an expression of relief over her features. The next 
instant she jumped upon it with a yell of savage rage. 
“The prince! The prince,’’ she cried, holding it high 
over her head. Then, lowering her hands, she snapped 
the bit of wood into pieces and threw them around her 
with a despairing wail. 
“It is the end of Serbia,’ she moaned as she fell sob- 
bing against her startled and terrified mother. . “There 
will nevermore be king of Serbia.” 
So earnest, so eager, so intense had been the girl’s 
concern throughout the impromptu drama, both father 
and mother were persuaded that there must be some- 
thing more than they could penetrate in the story of the 
forest phantoms and the mysterious voices which spoke 
to her from the empty vastnesses of the mountains. 
They put her to hed and early the next day from. the 
nearest village were summoned the doctor, schoolmaster, 
and the priest of the Greek church. They heard the 
story repeated with the addition that the old woman had 
told the child that the life of the regent was in grave 
danger. : 
The physician convinced himself and his two pro- 
fessional companions that the child was rational and 
normal in all respects, aside from her persistent recital 
of the vision. It was the schoolmaster who interpreted 
the allegory of the colored sticks and identified, at last 
for precise historical purposes, the personality of the 
ghostly old woman and the hairy giant with whom she 
quarreled. The priest, of the three, remained the 
doubter. He declined to be excited over the ravings of an 
overwrought nervous system, to which he ascribed the girl’s 

conduct and fantastic yarn. 
ccplalation of the vision and the meaning of the three black 
sticks could sway him. As the pedagogue translated the panto- 
mime, he fitted it to the famous incident in early Serbian his- 
tory just after Kara George became the commander of his 


people. 


FIRED WITH WRONGS OF COUNTRY. 


The period was about 1804, when the Serbs, a nation then 
numbering probably 1,000,000 souls, became aroused and, un- 
dismayed by the dangers that beset them, struck for complete 
independence of the Turks. It was a situation calling for a 
leader, and then, as always, a leader was forthcoming who did 
not disappoint. He was found in the person of George Petro- 
vitch, or, asthe Turks called him and as he has come to be 
known in all histories, Kara George—that is, Black George. 
Kara George was the son of a peasant living in the region in 
which the parents of Sophia Boutitch have their humble home, 
the region where her spectral callers appeared. From all that 
can be read of Kara George, we find-that he was rude and un- 
cultured, but still a man in all that the term expresses. “He 
was,” says Dr. Croly, a noted English historian and an authority 
on Balkan affairs of 25 years ago, “one of those bold cre- 
ations of wild countries and troubled times——beings of im- 
petuous courage, iron strength, original talent and doubtful 
morality.’’ Assuredly, if the man did have rather indefinite 
ideas in regard to the moral character of his acts, he at least 
was fired with fiercest resentment at the wrongs of his coun- 
try and his people. From his youth he had shown command- 
ing qualities. He began his career by blowing out the brains 
of a Turk who had insulted him, and years later Kara George 
murdered his own father on account of the old gentleman’s 
adherence to the Turkish cause. Thanks to his wisdom, his 
dauntless leadership and the discipline he wielded, Serbia 


~ had six free and prosperous years between 1807 and 1812, 


and his power wae absolute. 


But though Kara George was splendid in battle, instilling 
new bravery and courage in the hearts of his men when and 
where he joined them, evinced a decided disinclination toward 
any laws in peace times save those of his own capricious mak- 
ing. He allowed matters, generally speaking to follow their 
Own course, but if they were carried too far his very justice 
was swift, violent and terrible. It was a manifestation of this 
same justice which leads up to the remarkable prohecy : which 
now secms to be approaching the harvest time of realization. 
The incident about to be related is not a folk tale, it is not 
tradition. It is history, to be found in almost any work ‘which

of the Turkish Slavonians, 

Black George had a younger brother, to describe whom one 
might call on a well worn figure of speech and.say he was the 
black sheep in a black family. This brother, presuming upon 
his relationship and name took unwarranted license through- 
out the kingdom. For a long time Kara George overlooked 
the misconduct. Then it happened that the unspeakable young 
man committed horrible violence against the person’ of a voung 
woman whose father and brothers had been loyal and brave 


followers of Black George on the battlefield. Not even this fact, ~ 


it seemed, could move Kara George to impose punishment un- 
til the maiden’s mother and two of her brothers presented 
themselves before the despot to insist upon reparation.

The many Atlanta friends of First 
Lieutenant C M. Gailmard, Jr., A. G. 
8., O. R. C., will be pleased to learn 
that he has just received from his 
majesty, King Albert of Belgium, 
the grade of “Chevalier of the Order 
ef the Crown,” in recognition of 
services rendered the Belgian pris- 
oners of war in the prison camps of 
Germany immediately after tie 
signing of the armistice. Lieuten- 
aht Gailmard formerly lived in At- 
lanta, but is now located in Chicago. 
He served two years with the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces in France, 
Belgium, Germany and Engiand, re- 
turning to America in the fall of 
1918. 

Together with Brigadier General 
George H. Harries—as the general’s 
aide de camp—Lieutenant Gailmard 
a¥rived in the city of Berlin, Ger- 
many, December 10, 1918, one month 
after the signing of the armistice: 
the general and he being the first 
Americans to reach Berlin after the 
close of military operations. 

Genéral Harries was in charge of 
the American commission on repa- 
triation of prisoners of war. This 
commission, operating in conjunc: 
tion with the military representa- 
tives of France, England, Belgium, 
Italy, ete. formed the inter-alfied 
commission on repatriation of allie 
prisoners of war—all operating to 
the mutual interest of each other. 

Work of Commission. 

Obstacles of all kinds beset the 
path of this inter-allied commission. 
To begin with, Germany had not pre- 
pared for defeat. No records of any 
kind seemed to be available concern- 
ing definite count of the prisoners in 
Germany, the camps were in almost 
uhinhabitable condition, and the hos- 
pitals and medical service rendered 
seemed to be the worst that could 
be found. The commission, although 
operating in Berlin, was 485 miles 
from assistance of any kind—mili- 
tary or material. Although osten- 
sibly every facility was placed at 
the commission's disposal for the 
furtherance of its work. constant oc- 
currence of an unaccountable nature 
were continually hampering its op- 
eration, apparently emanating from 
German sources. Railway transpor- 
tation was terrible; automobile 
travel was impossible—not only be- 
cause of the poor roads, but because 
of the more or less hostile attitude 
of the inhabitants, and the commis- 


. sion was entirely dependent on the . 
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service, whict was by no means all 


that it shu f@é, and could, have been. 

The most important of eil—food 
and clothes for the prisoners—was 
a subject that had not received the 
full-attention of the Germans up to 
the signing of the armistice, and, 
therefore, the prisoners’ plight was 
one of paramount importance if the 
matter of getting immediate relief. 
Needless to say, at the beginning of 
the commission’s work, all this 
meant relying on the Germans for 
practically everything. For three 
months the personnel of the com- 
mission itself subsisted almost en- 
tirely on German food (which had 
had practically all nourishment ré- 
moved from it by some process in 
order to conserve the nourishing ele- 
ments for the use of German sol- 
diers—-the meat served in this ra- 
tion being mainly horse meat) aug- 
mented by such supplies in the way 
of bread, coffee, sugar, butter, etc., 
as could be sent in from Spa, Bel- 
gium—the headquarters of the 
armistice commission—at irregular 
intervals. 

Many Obstacies Met. 

As the prisoners of war were 
throughout Germany in 
remote districts, it was the duty af 
the commission to arrange for the 
transportation of these prisoners 
back to their respéctive countries, 
and to supply them with as good 
food, proper medical equipment and 
comfortable clothing as was possi- 
ble, and to make their living condi- 
tions less unbearable and burden- 
some until such time as transporta- 
tion facilities could be arranged to 
send them out ‘through. Holland, 
Antwerp, or down into France for 
transportation to England or Amer- 
ica. Germany could he of no as- 
sistance, even though she may have 
wanted to, in getting such supplies 
together as were necessary—but it 
was quite another matter getting 
the supplies to the camps. Winter 
and the coal shortage, together 
with the evident desire of the Ger- 
mans to hamper operations as much 
as possible, combined to test to the 
limit the over-wrought nerves of 
those endeavoring to accomplish the 
task of repatriation. Practicall: ail 
the allied soldiers were out of Ger: 
many and well on their way by the 
first of March, 1918, however, with 
the exception of the Russians. The 
Russians who had been captured by 
the Germans prior to the treaty of 
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as such hed to be taken care of 
along with the otbér allied soldiers. 
There being upwards of 1,200,000 
Riissian prisoners, and no tfranspor- 
tation of any kind into bolshevik- 
ridden Russia available, along with 
the fact that Siberia was impassable 
because of winter conditions and the 
further fact that should any of these 
Russians be repatriated there was 
always a committee of the bolshevik 
element waiting for them with the 
citimatum of either becoming bol- 
sheviks or being killed—the chances 
for the ultimate saccessful conclu- 
sion of the cOMmMission’s operations 
seemed quite remote. 
Of course, during this entire time 
{ 
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Lieutenant C, M. Gailmard, Jr., 


the allied commissioners looked to 
the Americans to accomplish the 
seemingly impossible things. The 
Americans, as a whole, had done 
these things right along through 
the war, so it was only natural that 
they sftould be looked to for HKke 
accomplishments afterwards on any 
and all occasions. And the Ameri- 
cans of the commission, rose to the 
occasion in this case, fulfilling the 
unspoken, but ever-present, watch- 
word of the entire American per- 
sonnel: “Do it! Regardless of ef- 
fort, do it!” By untold struggle and 
effort, both in Berlin With the Ger- 
mah authorities, and in Spa,  Bei- 
gium, Coblenz, Germany and Paris, 
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succeedeéd m getting supply 
hospital trains Moving to Wie prison 
camps and troop trains loaded With 
happy mefi_ bound from the camps 
—homeward. This work. required 
countless hours of labor, night and 
day, to bring about the desired re- 
Suits, and’the little band of Ameri- 
cans in Berlin never ceased to work 
until the last man was sent home, 
with the exception of the Russians. 

Because of diplomatic and war 
conditions, prevailing in Russia and 
adjacent. countries, many Russians 
are yet in the prison camps, but 
these are being cared for by that 
ever-benevolent association, the 
American Red Cross.

foreign affairs.

HAT would you do if the Lord should talk 


to you, as he did to Noah, and tell you

Pratt’s, and the story which he.told me I could 
get from the neighbors. A year later, in the 
sensational case of Pratt ys. Pratt, it was al- 
leged that Katherine Sloan Pratt played a des- 
perate game of theosophy in order to hold her 
hueband’s. love. She was not really interested, 


it-was alleged, but. her husband had so come 


under the influente of Mm. P. Milred Parma, 
an adventurous priestess of the occult, that the 


young wife was -afraid she would lose him en- 
tirely unless she went with them down the 
Mystic Path. 

It was with his wife’s consent, at any rate, 
that the “Sanctuary” was visited. They did not 
intend to use it for living quarters, In fact, Mr. 
Pratt assured me, he himself was very much fn 
the dark as to its meaning, and only knew that: 
a “Sanctuary” must be found. 
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“It was several months,” he said, “after we 
were instructed to find this place before we 
cameé across it, seemingly by accident,” 

Almost from the beginning of their tenancy, 
Mr. Pratt declared, attempts were made to oust 
them from the “Sanctuary.” It was found that 
the deed was faulty and suits for eviction began. 
Then the gossip began to circulate—entirely,. he 
says, without foundation. Also it was in the 
fall of. 1917—the “Sanctuary was just oppo- 
site the fortifications at.
